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RIVAL REFORM MEASURES

THE EARLY PASSAGE OF THE PEN- 
DLETON BILL PROBABLE. 

& GOOD MAJORITY IN THE sSENATE—THE 
EASSON BILL TO BE URGED IN THE 
HOUSE AS AN OPPOSING MEASURE. 

Wasuincton, Dec. 13.—To the friends 
of civil service reform who have been wait- 
ing in vain for years for Congress to do 
something in the way of real reform the 
prospect of the early passage of the Pendle- 
ton bill in the Senate is probably as gratify- 
ing as any they may hope to see during the 

present session. The strong vote—44 to 16— 

by which the Pendleton bili was taken up in 

the Senate surprised Mr. Pendleton himself, 
who is not at all afraid, notwithstanding the 
outspoken hostility ot Mr. Brown, of Georgia, 
and Mr. Voorhees, of Indiana, that there 
will be any considerable resistance to its pas- 
sage when it comes to a vote. Mr. Logan, 
whose amendment directing that examina- 
tions shall be practical and relate only to mat- 
ters which will fairly test the relative capacity 
of persons to discharge the duties of the ser- 
vice into which they seek to be appointed, 
made a speech to-day in submitting his 
amendment, which certainly betrayed no feel- 


ing of opposition to the bill. The amendment 
was not objectionable to the friends of the 
measure, and some of them considered it use- 
ful, as being likely to remove a prejudice 
which many ill-informed members have har- 
bored against the measure. Mr. Logan says, 
moreover, that he is for the bill. 

It will be regarded as one of the surprises of 
politics when the fact becomes known that 
Senator Don Cameron isin favor of the bill. 
He is reported as having to-day expressed his 
serious conviction that the measure ought to 
becomea law. The amendment offered by Mr. 
Logan and adopted was preferred to that of 
Mr. Hoar, specifying that the examinations 
should, as nearly as possible, be upon subjects 
embraced in a good common school education, 
the debate developing an opposition to strictly 
scholastic tests of fitness for appointment. Mr. 
Hawiley’s speech was an earnest, outspoken, 
and instructive one, entirely consistent with 
his former speeches on the subject, and was 
listened to attentively by the whole circle of 
Senators. 

After a canvass of the Senate the friends of 
the bill are led to believe that it will pass that 
body with few modifications to-morrow or 
Friday. Mr. Allison’s amendment, which is 
pending and which provides for three instead 
of five civil service Commissioners, who are 
to be subject to confirmation by the Senate, 
whereas the Pendleton bill calls for five Com- 
missioners to be designated outright by the 
President, is criticised as objectionable on the 
ground that the Senate might by a contest de- 
lay the operations of the law after its passage. 

The friends of the bill have been successful 
up to this time in delaying temporarily the 
discussion of the subject in the House, and Mr, 
Hiscock has been the object of some unfavora- 
ble criticism in consequence. The fact is, that 
by bringing forward the appropriation bills, 
he has done just the service for the Pen- 





dleton bill that was desired. As 
soon as the Pendleton bill has passed 
be Senate, it will go before’ the 
House, with that substantial support 


which the indorsement of the Senate gives, 
The friends of this bill, and of civil service re- 
form, who are decidediy opposed to the Kas- 
son bill, prefer that the debate upon the sub- 
ject shall not begin in the House until the Pen- 
dleton bill has passed the Senzte. Mr. Kasson, 
as acting Chairman of the Civil Service Reform 
Committee, will begin the debate in support 
of his own bill. bere are indications that 
there wiil be a determined contest between the 
supporters of his bill and the supporters of 
the Pendleton bill. Those who are acquainted 
with the methods of procedure in debate in the 
House, know that the committee’s bill will 
have a parliamentary advantage, and that it 
is not difficult for those who, to a certain ex- 
tent, control the floor to secure such a presen- 
tation of a rival bill as will handicap it. If 
the Kasson bill should be taken up before the 
Senate passes the Fendleton bill, the Pendleton 
bill would be offered only in the form of an 
amendment, subject to all the parliamentary 
disadvantages of such amendments. Mr. His- 
cock is a determined advocate of the Pendleton 
bill, and he will work for it on the floor. It is 
in accordance with the wishes of the friends of 
that bill and his own convictions of duty that 
he has urged the consideration of the appro- 
priation bills and had them taken up. 

The friends of real civil service reform pre- 
fer that the debate in the House shall not take 
place until tne Pendleton bill is on the Speak- 
er’s table. The Kasson bill has been severely 
criticised here by the friends of true civil ser- 
vice reform as too palpably a partisan 
scheme to command approval. Mr. Dor- 
man B. Eaton says that if it should 
be adopted, with its failure to require com- 
petative examinations, and its provisions for a 
fixed term of four vears and the ger ee yaa, 
necessity for frequent changes, the civil ser- 
vice would become much worse than it is now, 
the progress already made would be lost, and 
the movement stopped. Mr. Kasson’s last 
amendment, extending the operations of the 
bill to employes of the Senate and Honsse, 
while apparently only the extension of a civil 
service system, is condemned by the friends of 
the Pendleton measure as hawing been 
made for the purpose of expanding 
a scheme that, to them, appears. to 
be a narrow and partisan one. That there are 
many members of the Senate and the House 
who do not greatly desire to go upon the rec- 
ord, and who would, if they dared, face public 
opinion and vote against civil service reform, 
there are good reasons for believing. One Sen- 
ator who was asked for his opinion of the bill 
to-day frankly stated, with the caution that he 
was not to be quoted, that he was disgusted 
with the whole business; that he would just as 
willingly take a dose of ipecac as to vote for it; 
that he did not think he would vote one way 
or the other, and that he considered the readi- 
ness of everybody in Congress to vote for it as 
simply a device for fooling the ‘‘ dear people.” 
This Senator declared that be would favor a 
proposition to give somebody absolute power 
of appointment and removal, and would giad- 
ly vote to make it a State prison offense for 
members of Congress to attempt to influence 
the appointing power in making selections.

THE LIBRARY BILL KILLED. 
f4USES THAT HAVE RENDERED THE PROJ- 
ECT FOR A NEW BUILDING UNPOPULAR. 
Wasuineton, Dec. 18.—The action taken 
by the House in regard to the Congressional 
Library bill is generally regarded as a final 
disposition of the subject for this session of 
Congress. For many years the Library Com- 
mittee has labored to secure proper accommo- 
sations for this great national collection of 
books, pamphlets, maps, &c.. and has failed. 
At first it was proposed that the room re- 
quired should be provided by extending the 
central part of the Capitol westward. A 
board of architects reported against the adop- 
-tion of this plan. Then a report was made in 
favor of erecting a fine and costly building 
on Judiciary-square, This plan bad more ar- 
guments in its favor than any other which had 
ever been prososed, but unexpectedly the re- 
port was rejected in the Senate, and the site 
east of the Capitol, now covered with dwell- 
ing-houses, was chosen by that body. It was 
proposed that a large area should be con- 
demned and bought, and the plan included the 
erection of another building to accommodate 
the Department of Justice and the Supreme 
Court. The labors of those who owned the 
property to secure the selection of this site 
aroused opposition in the House, where it 
was abileged, in debates, that ring influences 
were at work. When the bill came up yester- 
day the committee, moved by a new-born zeal 
for economy, changed the original plan so as 
to provide for the purchase of only one-half of 
the area in question. The House soon showed, 
by the adoption of restrictive amendments, 
that some prejudice existed against the plan, 
and at last the bill was recommitted, with in- 
structions that a site upon public ground 
should be selected. The motion to reconsider, 
by which an attempt was made to save the 
bill, was laid on the table this morning. 
Several causes have made legislation for the 
benefit of the library unpopular. First amonz 





these is the desire of many members that the 
library, although suffering for want of room 
and in great danger of destruction by fire, 
should remain 1n the Capitol. This is mere ca- 
price, for it was intended that in case of re- 
moval a reference library of 50,000 volumes 
should be retained in the Capitol. Another 
cause has been-a conviction on the partof some 
members that the proposed removal was, 
to @ greater or less extent, connected 
with ring interests. The Judiciary-square 
site was unobjectionable, but some influence 
was strong enough to setit aside. Then the 
new Pension Building was placed on Judiciary- 
square, and it was supposed that tne Capitol 
Hill people would, for that reason, have their 
own way. The Capitol Hill people have been 
beaten, and the committee do not know what 
todo. The only public ground available is on 
the south side of Pennsylvania-avenue, and 
there are strong arguments against placing 
the building there. The public may expect 
now to hear once more about the pian of the 
Texas architect, who desires to lift the Capitol 
dome 40 feet and place under it an additional 
story, 40 feet high, for the library. 

__The situation is very unfortunate for the 
library itself. The great collection is perish- 
ing for lack of room. In its present condition 
it is of little use to any one. It is in great 
danger from fire, and persons are found who 
predict that it will be burned before a suitable 
place for it is found. It now endangers the 
whole Capitol. Itis very plain that it should 
not remain in that building and that it should 
be suitably housed elsewhere, open during 
proper hours to all persons. The indications 
now are that most of the books will continue 
to rot and moider away in garrets and cellars, 
while a few alcoves of well-thumbed volumes 
of fiction furnishes reading matter for the 
families of Congressmen. 





THE TARIFF PROBLEMS. 

Wasuincton, Dec. 18.—It is understood 
that Cbairman Kelly, of the Ways and Means 
Committee, is in favor of reporting to the 
House four or five of the more important 
schedules of the Tariff Commission’s bill, as 
soon as they have been inspected and revised 
by the committee, so that the House may have 
part of the bill while the committee is at work 
upon the remainder. It is also understood that 


he favors the selection of a schedule on metals 
as oneof the first to be reported. Represen- 
tatives of sugar interests in New-York, Bos- 
ton, and Philadelphia will urge the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee to take the neces- 
sary steps for the abrogation of the 
Hawaiian treaty upon the ground that it bene- 
tits only one person—Claus Spreckels, the 
wealthy refiner, who is said to entirely control 
the sugar of the Sandwich Islands, and to have 
driven San Francisco refiners out of the busi- 
ness. Mr. Spreckels went from San Francisco 
to the Sandwich Islands after the treaty be- 
came operative, and by purchase and rental 
secured a monoply of the sugar products there, 
He has built up a colossal fortune.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13, 1882. 
Secretary Folger has sustained the appeal of 
Watjen, Tael & Co., of New-York, against the 
assessment of a dutv on Hawaiian sugar, and 


has ordered the Collector to reliquidate the 
entry free of duty. 


It is said that the bill introduced in the 
House by George C. Hazleton, providing that 


a defendant may secure a postponement of his 
trial when he says that the Judge is prejudiced 
against him, was prepared by one of the most 
prominent of the counsel for the star route de- 
tfendants. 


An effort will be made in the House during 
the consideration of the Post Office bill to se- 


cure a continuation of the appropriation for 
‘*special facilities on trunk lines,’ otherwise 
known as the fast railway mail service. It is 
expected that the amendment will be pro- 
posed by Mr. Robinson, of Massachusetts, who 
always commands the respect of the House. 


The Senate Committee on the Judiciary had 
under consideration this morning the subject 


of the Arlington property, and the steps to be 
taken by the Government, in view of the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court, to protect its 
interests and secure a perfect title to the estate. 
The nomination of Clayton McMichael to be 
Marshal of the District of Columbia was also 
briefly discussed, and the Chairman was au- 
thorized to report a resolution to the Senate 
calling upon the President for a statement of 
the causes for which Marshal Henry was 
removed. 


The Senate Committee on Claims this morn- 
ing considered the Bowman bill, which has 


been passed by the House, authorizing the ref- 
erence of all claims founded in law to the 
Court of Claims in the discretion of either 
house or its claims committee. At their next 
meeting the committee will probably autnor- 
ize a favorable report upon this measure. The 
bill is very important to claimants, the great 
majority of whom, however meritorious their 
claims, are put off from session to session be- 
cause itis physically impossible for Congress 
or its committeesfto act, owing to the!great 
number demanding attention. 


The heavy reductions in the estimates made 
by the House Appropriation Committee, as 


shown in the Post Office Appropriation bill, is 
causing much alarm among postal officers. It 
is said that under the meagre appropriations 
for star service it will be impossible to pro- 
vide for extension, no matter how pressing the 
demand may be, for at least the first six 
months of the next fiscal year. The 
department, it is said, will be more or 
less at the mercy of the large contractors 
who, well knowing the limited means at its 
disposal, can rest secure in the knowledge that 
it is impossible to forfeit contracts and award 
them to the next lowest bidder. Probably 
through inadvertence, an old statute seems to 
have been taken asa guide for the construc- 
tion of the bill, with the result of abolishing 
fourth-class matter and throwing merchan- 
dise and other mail matter formerly of that 
class into the first class at 2 cents for every 
half-ounce.

SOCIAL SCANDAL AT EAST ST. LOUIS—DE- 
TECTED AND TURNED FROM HOME. 


Sr. Louis, Dec. 13.—The people of East St.

He hired a private detective to shadow the 
lady. Yesterday this detective came to him hur- 
riedly and told him to come quick, and led him into 
the hallway of a certain house, and, pointing toa 


door, told him that his wife was inthere. The nus- 
bard knocked on the door and called out to those 
within, but received no answen WHe then kicked 
the door open, when he was confronted by a man 
with a revolver, who told nim not to advance. He 
was Very cool, and told the man that he had not 
come for blood, but simply to identify the occu- 
pants of the room, and, walking forward, he made 
the discovery he dreaded. He walked away with- 
out a word and went to his home. 

Several hours later, after dark, there was & 
ring at the door-bell.

AFFAIRSIN THEOLD WORLD 


THE BRITISH CABINET AND MR. 
GLADSTONE’S ANNIVERSARY. 
LORD DERBY TO ENTER THE MINISTRY AS 
SECRETARY FOR INDIA—MR. GLADSTONE 
CONGRATULATED FROM MANY PLACES. 

Lonpon, Dec. 13.—The 7imes says from 
the point of view of administrative efficiency 
the impending changes in the Cabinet give 
general satisfaction. The Pall Mall Gazette 
says the announcements of changes in the 
Ministry are premature. The Times says 
Lora Derby has accepted the Secretaryship 
for India. 

Lord Derby, ina speech at Manchester to- 
day, rejected the idea of a protectorate for 
Egypt. England, he said, ought not to re- 
main in Egypt longer than was absolutely 
necessary torestore order. English influence in 
Egypt must preponderate,’ but it was not 
necessary to exercise it in an offensive spirit, 
nor to exclude free and friendly consultation 
with France. Referring to the attitude of 
France toward Madagascar, Lord Derby said: 
* If amicable mediation could prevent invasion 
of Madagascar we ought to offer our services ; 
but if, as appears probable, the dispute is only 
a pretext for annexation ot a part of the isl- 
and, we must abstain from mediating.’’ Lord 
Derby made no allusion to his entry into the 
Cabinet as Secretary of State for India. 

The Times this morniug, on the occasion of 
the fiftieth anniversary of Mr. Gladstone’s en- 
trance into public life, prints a retrospect, cov- 
ering six columns, of his career. 
Many political associations have felici- 
tated Mr. Gladstone, and nearly all the 
London papers and the greater portion 
of the Provincial press devote leaders to the 
subject of a recount of the influence of Mr. 
Gladstone during the last half century. Mr. 

ladstone has received long telegrams of con- 

rratulation from the Khédive of Egygt and 
rom the Greek Government. 

Mr. Chamberlain, President of the Board of 
Trade, has resignea his membership in the Re- 
form Qlub in consequence of renewed un- 
cmece sere concerning his brother, who was 

lackballed some time ago when applying for 
admission to the club.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 





Lonpon, Dec. 18.—The Press Association 
says the Bishop of Winchester has declined the 
Archbishopric of Canterbury owing to his ad- 
vanced age. 

A process for the cheap production of alumi- 
num has been discovered. The invention 
causes no little excitement in the metal trade 
at Birmingham and Sheffield. 

The Cologne Gazette states, on what it says 
is good authority, that the Austro-German 
alliance, which was originally concluded for a 
period of five years, and which expires on Oct. 
15, 1884, will be prolonged, because it has 
already proved of great advantage and fur- 
nishes a strong guarantee for the maintenance 
of peace. 

Advices from South Africa say that Cety- 
wayo has signed the Zulu settlement, and will 
return to Zulu-land early in January. A 
british resident and a military escort will 
accompany him to Ulandi, where he will be 
installed King. 

At the hearing to-day in the libel case of 
Belt against Lawes, a bust which the plaintiff, 
in order to prove his ability as a sculptor, has 
been executing in a room adjoining the court- 
room, was produced in the witness box, to- 
gether with the person from whom it was 
taken. The introduction of the bust and its 
counterpart was greeted with loud applause. 

ATHENS, Dec. 13.—M. Coumoundouros, the 
Grecian Prime Minister, is suffering from a 
serious attack of gout. 

DvuRBAN, Dec. 13.—It is stated that the Boers 
have captured the Kafir Chief Mampoer, 

VIENNA, Dec, 183.—The Pesther Lloyd says 
an anti-terrorist association, the object of 
which is to oppose the projects of the Nihilists, 
has been formed at St. Petersburg. Branches 
have been established at Paris, Nice, Geneva, 
Zurich, London, Berlin, Konigsberg, Bucha- 
rest, and Constantinople. 

The Italian authorities have liberated two 
men, named Levi and Parcenzini, who were 
imprisoned at Venice for connection with the 
recent plot at Trieste against the life of the 
Emperor of Austria. 

ADRID, Dec. 13.—In regard to the par- 
liamentary oath question, the Government 
propose to admit either an. oath or an affirma- 
tion, on condition of a promise of fidelity to 
Alfonso, the words ‘legitimate King of 
Spain’’ to be omitted. 

In the Chamter of Deputies to-day discus- 
sion of the policy of the Government and Mar- 
shal Serrano’s programme was begun. Ex- 
Minister Becerra urged the expediency of re- 
forming the Constitution in order to reconcile 
the principle of national sovereignty with that 
of monarchy. He said he recognized Alfonso 
as the legitimate King. Senor Gonzalez, Min- 
ister of the Interior, opposed any change in 
the Constitution. 

Paris, Dec, 13.—In the Chamber of Deputies 
to-day debate on thé extraordinary budget 
was resumed. M. Ribot, reporter of the 
Budget Committee, said the financial power 
of France must in no case be compromised, for 
the country might need it at any moment for 
a great patriotic effort. M. Ribot’s remarks 
were applauded. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 13.—The Sultan has 
conferred upon Savfet Pasha the decoration of 
the Order of Nichani-Imtiaz, previously held 
only by the Emperors of Austria and Ger- 
many. 

The Sultan has had built for his own use

IRISH MURDERERS CONVICTED, 

Dusuin, Dec. 13.—Patrick Higgins was 
to-day found guilty of participation in 
the murder of the two Huddys at Lough 
Mask and_ sentenced to be hanged 
next month. The jury deliberated an 
hour before bringing in their verdict. 
Justice O’Brien declared the opinion, in which 
the jury concurred, that Higgins was the least 
guilty of the three persons concerned in the 
murder. Marwood, the executioner, has ar- 
rived here on his way to Galway. He is 
escorted by nine detectives. 

At the Connaught Assizes yesterday a farm- 
er named Kilmartin, residing on one of the 
Arran Islands, was convicted of grievously 
wounding a bailiff, and sentenced by Judge 
Lawson to penal servitude for life. 

At the Leinster Assizes to-day John and 
Patrick Carroll, who were convicted of man- 
slaughter for killing a farmer named Hickey, 
were sentenced, respectively, to 10 and 20 
years’ penalservitude. The crime was of an

Beri, Dec. 1.—A committee of mer- 
chants has decided to convoke a conference of 
delegates from all German Chambers of Com- 
merce for the purpose of organizing united ac- 
tion against the taxation of Bourse transac- 
tions.

Payne gave a valuable piece of land in his 
home ward, the Fifth, toa newly incorporated 
Andrew Jackson Club, formed ostensibly for 
the promotion of the Jackson Democracy in 
Cleveland, but really for the advancement of 
Mr. Payne’s designs upon the United States 


Senate. Wher Mr. Pendleton was made Sen- 
ator some years ago Mr. Payne was his 
strongest opponent, and the defeat of the 
Cleveland candidate has always been charged 
to a lack of preparation and to lateness in the 
field. The latter difficulty is to be obviated on 
this occasion, and on Jan. 8 next, the anni- 
versary of the date upon which Jackson won 
his great victory from behind the cotton bales 
at New-Orleans, the Payne Senatorial boom is 
to be formally opened. 

The Jackson Club is on that occasion to give 
a grand reception in the city armory, and al- 
ready have invitations been sent to a third of 
the prominent Democrats of thecountry. Mr. 
Payne is Chairman of the Committee on Invi- 
tations, and any man who is not likely to as- 
sist the boom will not be troubled by the ur- 
gency of his bid to the feast. The programme 
seems to be that as many prominent Demo- 
crats as possible shall be gathered here. and 
that the occasion will be an admirable one for 
Mr. Payne to step from the retirement to 
which the nomination of Gen. Hancock left 
him in 1880 and again take his place on the 
track. The way certainly seems as open 
to him as to any man in the State, 
and there is nothing in the world except 
his age that can be used against him. 
Mr. Pendleton is politically dead beyond 
all revival, Mr. Thurman is not even a possible 
consideration, and there is no young man who 
has pushed himself into a position of command. 
The friends of the Cleveland statesman feel 
that it would bea fitting close of a long and 
clean career to spend a term in the Senate. 
Once a candidate for Governor of Ohio, once 
in Congress, the man to have been made Secre- 
tury of the Treasury had Tilden been installed 
as President in 1877, and the second strongest 
man in Cincinnati in 1880—his past certainly 
suggests that he should be at least well hon- 
ored once by something that does not end in a 
candidacy. The Jackson Club has, therefore, 
been chosen as a stepping-stone, and the de- 
gree of success with which that shall be mount- 
ed will have not little to do with the course en- 
tered upon in the future. 

Gon. James B. Steedman has been announced 
as a candidate for Sergeant-at-Arms of the next 
House, and as having the personal pledge of 
Congressman-elect Frank Hurd that he will do 
allin his power to aid him in securing the 
position. The enemies of the veteran General 
declare that he has only two votes from the 
Ohio delegation, while his friends assert that 
he has already secured a majority. It is cer- 
tain that Mr. John G. Thompson stands a small 
show of suppurt from this State for his old 
position, and he is quite likely to withdraw 
from the field if Steedman stays in. The lat- 
ter, in politics as in war, is a hard man to 
meet. Heis large in size, with a big head on 
a pair of broad shoulders, and a loud voice 
that says about what the impulse of the mo- 
ment puts into the General’s mind. Some 
years ago the Toledo District was torn up in a 
fearful manner by a vindictive fight between 
Steedman and Frank Hurd as to which should 
secure the Democratic nomination for Congress, 
at a time when Democracy was almost certain 
to win. The struggle grew so earnest, and the 
spunk that each man put into the fight was of 
such pure material that the whole State looked 
on with interest and amusement. Hurd 
matched his political experience and Eastern 
free trade funds against Steedman’s war record 
and personal popularity with ‘‘ the boys,” 

The convention was held at Freemont, and 
amore stormy body never gathered in Ohio. 
It opened after a day and a haif of prelimi- 
nary bull-dozing and wire-pulling, and the 
declaration that it was ready for business had 
barely been made before bedlam broke loose 
and reignedsupreme. It was kept up for hours, 
and every species of warfare that could be em- 
ployed, from parliamentary tactics to the wild 
yelling that was meant to draw out the opposi- 
tion, was resorted to. Hurd sat in the hotel 
through it all drinking lemonade and telling 
stories, while Steedman paced the street witha 
fan in his handand a long linen duster trailing 
in the wind behind bim. Hurd was finally 
nominated, while Steedman went back to 
Toledo swearing vengeance. An understanding 
was finally brought about between the two, 
and a year later, when Steedman decided to 
run for State Senator, Hurd did all he could to 
aid him, and it was the latter who was the chief 
instrument by which Steedman was given his 
present position of Chief of the Toledo Police. 
if he really decides that there is a chance for 
him in the more congenial life of Washington, 
Steedman will not be long in hesitation but will 
go into thestruggle with all the strength and 
vehemence with which nature has so gener- 
ously endowed him.

A BURGLARY FRUSTRATED 
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ALL THE BANKS OF THE CITY UN- 
DER SPECIAL GUARD. 
POLICEMEN AT EVERY BANK’S DOOR LAST 

NIGHT TO STOP A ROBBERY OF WHICH 
INFORMATION HAD BEEN RECEIVED. 
Inspector Byrnes ascertained yesterday 
that a well-organized plan was on foot to rob 
one of the banks in this City. He was unable 
to ascertain which banking institution was to 
be honored by a visit from burglars, so 
he took measures whereby the Police Captains 
stationed an officer at the entrance to every 
bank in their respective precincts. The order 
was obeyed to the letter, and every bank in 
the city was guarded throughout the night. 
The matter was discussed by Superintendent 
Walling, late in the afternoon, with Inspectors 
Murray, Thorne, Byrnes, and Dilks. Several 
Police Captains were then summoned, and 
about 5:30 o’clock other commanders of pre- 
cincts were summoned to the inspection district 
offices, and received private instructions, Soon 
after 6 o’clock roll-call, and after the patrol- 
men went on post, superior officers went round 
taking some men off post and sending them to 
various banks immediatelv, or telling them to 


go to the station-house, change their clothes, 
and take orders from their commanding offi- 
cer. The posts thus uncovered were doubled, 
the man on the next post covering the one left 
unguarded. At7o’clock, trom observation in 
many cases and from trustworthy informa- 
tion in others, every savings, State, and na- 
tional bank in this City above Fulton-street 
was guarded by a Police officer in uniform or 
in citizen’s garb. The majority of the officers 
thus on duty west of Broadway and Fifth- 
avenue were in uniform, while those on the 
East Side were in citized’s clothes. 

The Police authorities would give no expla- 
nation of this unwonted vigilance. The most 
that any officer would say was that he was 
obeying orders from his superiors. The men 
on guard appeared to know nothing of the 
object of the movement. Those that did not 
say that they would not submit to interroga- 
tion declared that all they knew about 
the matter was that they were taken off post, 
assigned to a ‘fixed post’? near the bank 
bora they kept guard, and told to keep 
their 


_eyes open. Nothing in the in- 
structions given them indicated whether 
riot, robbery, or fire was feared. 


The assertion that all the banks were under 
close serveillance was corroborated by a visit 
to several banks taken at hazard, and at each 
a Police officer was found to be stationed. 
Those in uniform were standing close to 
the banks in full view of passers-by; 
those in citizen’s dress were less conspicuously 
posted. A policeman who stood with his back 
against the entrance of the Second National 
Bank, at Fifth-avenue and Twenty-third-street, 
being asked if he was stationed there for the 
special purpose of guarding the bank, 
answered in the affirmative. In response 
to further guestions the policeman 
said the guarding of the bank was 
an unusual circumstance, and that he 
had orders to remain there until he 
was relieved at midnight by another 
officer. A policeman who paced to and froin 
front of the Excelsior Savings Bank, at Sixth- 
avenue and Twenty-third-street, was also 
asked if he was assigned to special 
duty there ‘‘What right have you 
to ask me that question ?”’ he 
retorted snappishly. ‘It is a civil one,” re- 
marked the reporter, ‘‘and as such deserves a 
civil answer.” ‘* Well,’’ replied the police- 
man, “I won’t answer it for anybody but 
my superior officer. My orders are not to an- 
swer apy questions as to why Iam here.” Other 
up-town banks guarded were the German Ex- 
change Bank, Ivo. 330 Bowery; the Manhat- 
tan Savings Institution, at Bieecker-street and 
Broadway; the East River Bank, Broadway 
and Great Jones-street; the Bank for Sav- 
ings, in Bleecker-street, near Broadway; 
the Bank of the Metropolis, Union-square 
and Fifteenth-street; the Sixth Na- 
tional Bank, No. i West Thirty-seventh- 
street; the Madison-Square Bank: the 
Garfieid Bank, at Twenty-third-street and 
Sixth-avenue; the Union Dime Savings Bank, 
Broadway and Sixth-avenue; the Fifth 
National Bank, No. 300 Third-avenue; the 
New-York County Bank, Eighth-avenue and 
Fourteenth-street; the German Savings Bank, 
No. 100 East Fourteenth-street; the Metropoli- 
tan Savings Bank, No. 1 Third-avenue, ana the 
Drv Dock Savings Bank, No. 343 Bowery. 

Going further down town it was found that 
policemen were apparently guarding the Emi- 
grant Savings Bank, in Chambers-street; 
the National Exchange Bank, at Cham- 
bers-street and West Broadway; the Na- 
tional Shoe and _ Leather Bank, at 
Broadway and Chambers-street, and 
the Chemical Bank, in Broadway, near Cham- 
bers-street. At the Broadway National, at 
Broadway and Park-place, the policeman on 
duty. said he was. ordere to watch 
the bank, and that by orders from head- 
quarters all the principal banks were guarded. 
A policeman was stationed opposite the Ful- 
ton National Bank. The Bank of New-York 
and the Bank of America, in Wall-street, were 
lighted and watched by officers. 

In cases where two or three banks were in 
adjoining buildings, as in several blocks in 
Wall and Nassau streets, one policeman was 
instructed to watch all the banks, there 
being no necessity to place two or three 
officers a few feet from each other. At 
1:30 o'clock this morning two policemen were 
quietly walking back and forth in frout of the 
Sub-Treasury Building, at Wall and Nassau 
streets. The patrolmen sent on duty at the 
banks during the *‘tour” which ends at muid- 
night, were relieved by other patrolmen 
who appeared to have the same vague 
instructions as those who preceded them. The 
Captains of the precincts in which banks were 
guarded were marked on the blotters as ‘‘on 
special duty’’—that is, they had not gone to 
bed and those who have homes were not sup- 
posed to be there. They were believed by the 
Sergeants on desk duty to be going the rounds 
of the banks visiting the men stationed at 
them. 

W hile no public explanation would be given 
one Police official said that from what he 
had heard and seen he had come 
to the conclusion that the officials 
at Police Head-quarters had learned that 
a clique of expert bank burgiars—‘‘a 
mob,” in Police parlance, had been kept under 
surveillance because of information that they 
would plan a bank burglary. These gentry, 
like the average policeman, leave a trail 
that a blind man can trace, and they 
were kept in view and _ their plans 
were investigated untilit appeared certain that 
they and their tools were, ready and that the 
‘*job” was to be consummated last night. 
This information came too late for the Poiice 
to give notice to every bank in the 
City, and the Police officers for once adopt- 
ed the axiom, ‘** Prevention is better than 
cure,’’ and guarded the bank buildings. No ex- 
planation could be obtained in regard 
to the wearing of uniform by some officers 
and the wearing of citizen’s garb by others, 
Some officers on the East Side had special 
instructions to keep their assignments secret 
and they were told not to recognize any 
officer, high or low, but to keep to their 
** fixed” posts and watch closely. 

Not even the bank officers were apprised of 
possible danger. Many bank Presidents and 
other bank officers were called on last night 
by TIMES reporters to ascertain why their 
banks were specially guarded. All de- 
clared ignorance of any reason why 
extraordinary guards should be placed over 
the banks and nearly all expressed ignorance 


also of the fact. Many betrayed great 
astonishment, and one gentieman, when 
the information was imparted to 


him by the reporter, started immediately 
for his bank, although midnight was close at 
hand. The reporter accompanied him, and 
on the way pointed out the policemen 


on guard over two banks. There was 
no policemen, however, at his own 
bank, and after having waked up his 


watchman and obtained the information that 
no policeman had been there during the night, 
he hurried off to the nearest Police station, 
with the remark that if every other bank in 
town was to be yuarded by a policeman his 
bank should also have tie benefit of one.

CONFESSION OF A BOD Y-SNATCHER. 








A PHILADELPSIA PROFESSOR OF ANATOMY 
IMPLICATED. 

PaILADELPHIA, Dec. 13.—Frank McNamee, 
Henry, alias ** Dutch,” Pillett, and Levi and Robert 
Chew, the resurrectionists, were indicted to-day 
by the Grand Jury, six true bills being found 
against them, and their trial is fixed positively 
for Friday morning. Frank McNamee has made a 
full confession of his connection with the scheme 
for removing bodies from Lebanon Cemetery to 
the dissecting-room of Jefferson Medical College, 
and it accuses Dr. William S. Forbes, Demon- 


strator of Anatomy, as the _ instigator and 
supporter of the  piot. He said: “The 
first hauling of bodies that I did for 
Jefferson College was about three years ago, 
when Dr. Behan, who assisted Dr. Forbes, the 
Demonstrator of Anatomy, came to me and said 
there was a corpse dowrj at the County Prison 
that he would like me to bring to the college. He 
hired me in the ordinary way, and I did the 
work in the day-time. I wassent on a similar er- 
rand to the County Prison once or twice more, 
and then Dr. Beban told me there was a body at a 
colored burying-ground in Passyunk road that he 
wanted me to haul to the college. 

“Dr. Behan introduced me to Dr. Lohman, who 
was also one of Dr. Forbes’s assistants, but who 
now keeps an apothecary store down town. Dr. 
Lohman said that he would take me down to the 
cemetery that night as the body would be there. 
We went down that night between 9and 100’clock, 
and by Dr. Lohman’s direction Idrove the wagon 
through the gateway and tothe back part of the 
graveyard. Two dead bodies were lying 
there and they were lifted into the wagon by 
two colored men. Dr. Lohman and I took the 
two bodies to Jefferson College. I was to have 
been paid $2 for that night’s werk, and all they 
agreed to pay me at that time for any more bodies 
I might haul was $1 each. I had gone downin 
this way with Dr. Lohman three or four or perhaps 
half a dozen times, and had hauled 13 bodies and 
not received $1 for the work. I went to Dr. 
Behan and told him that I wanted my 
money. He gave me no satisfaction, and so 
I went to see Dr. Forbes. He got very angry 
and said that he had already paid the money to 
Dr. Lohman, and he was not going to pay it twice. 
‘Anything that we may want down there here- 
after,’ said Dr. Forbes, ‘I will give to you and 
you will be paid for it the next morning.’ He 
then made an agreement with me to pay me $1 
for eace body I hauled from Lebanon Cemetery. 

‘‘Seme time ago, after I had carried many corpses 
for Jefferson Coilege, I went to Dr. Forbes and 
complained that $1 a body was very poor pay for 
the work, considering that I had to go so far aown 
town at alate hour at night and in all kinds of 
weather. After that he paid me $8 a body, $3 of 
which I kept for myself. We had no regular times 
for making trips. Sometimes we would go down 
twice in one week, and then we mighé not go down 
for two weeks. Levi Chew would always let me 
know when bodies were ready for use. Sometimes 
we would have but two bodies, and then again we 
might obtain half a dozen.” 
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VIRGINIA GRAVE-PLUNDERERS. 

RICHMOND, Dec. 13.—The systematic work 
of plundering graves in Oakwood Cemetery, which 
has been going on for years, and which has defied 
the efforts of the custodians of the cemetery to 
stop, has met with atemporary check. The last 
successful raid upon the graves was made on Sun- 
day night, when three bodies were carried off. This 


act incited the authorities to greater vigilence, and 
last night the regular cemetery guard was 
reinforced by a squad of a dozen Police, who, after 
lying in wait until after midnight, succeeded in 
capturing four men—two white and two colored— 
in the act of openinga grave. The white men proved 
to be young medical students. This morning 


the Police, armed with warrants, searched 
the Virginia Medical College, in this 
city, and found four dead bodies, 


three of which were recognized as those resur- 
rected from Oakwood Cemetery. Two of the 
bodies were of patients of the Central Lunatic 
Asylum for colored people and one was a colored 
city pauper. Much interest is manifested, as the 
young students in custody are well connected. 
t appeared in the evidence that one of the stu- 
dents, W. B. Meredith, acknowledged, when cap- 
tured, that he was with the party which robbed 
the graves on Sunday night, but that the other 
student, W. A. Smith, was not with them. At the 
conclusion of .the testimony the Police Justice 
sent Meredith and the two negroes to the Grand 
Jury on a charge of felony in actually robbing 
graves on Sunday night, and of misdemeanor in 
attempting the same last nizht. Smith was sent 
on for misdemeanor only. The Justice refused to 
bail those charged with felony, but Meredith was 
subsequently released on a writ of habeas corpus,

ANOTHER BIG OIL STRIKE. 





THE GRANDIN WELL FLOWING AT THE RATE 
OF 1,200 BARRELS A DAY. 

PittspurG, Dec. 18.— The bottom was 
knocked out of the oil market to-day by bearish 
reports from the Grandin weil, near Balltown, 
Forest County. In August last a well was drilled 
into the sand and plugged. Yesterday the plug 
was removed, the sand penetrated four feet, and 
the well commenced to flow at a tremendous rate. 
In 22 minutes 65 barrels belced forth. Tank con- 
nection was made, and the drill pushed further 
into the sand, increasing the production of the 


well materially. This unexpected news had a de- 
pressing effect upon the market, and the bears 
commenced unloading. The opening saies were 
made at $1 0344, 5 cents lower than yesterday’s 
closing prices. The market gradually weakened, 
the closing transactions being at 93 cents, 15 cents 
below yesterday’s closing quotations. Many lambs 
were completely shorn. 

During the day telegrams were received from 
the *' Grandin Gusher” stating that the well was 
flowing at the rate of 1,200 barrels aday. In the 
first 16 hours 750 barrels were put into the tank. 
This wellis the largest producer struck since the 
famous Flowers were born in Cherry Grove,  Al- 
though there was great excitement at all the Ex- 
changes in the region and in this city, no serious 
failures were reported. Several heavy operators, 
however, are Known to be badly embarrassed. 
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LOCAL STRIFE AT NYACK. 

Nyack, Dec. 13.—The village of South Ny-’ 
ack, adjoining Nyack proper, is making an effort 
to extend its limits several hundred feet north- 
ward, and a lively fight between the opponents of 
the movemert and those who favor it is likely to 
ensue. A few years ago the entire tract now com- 
prising the villages of Nyack and South Nvack was 
incorporated under one charter, and was known as 


Nyack Village. The inhabitants of the southern 
portion of the place were not satisfied with the 
manner in which affairs were managed, claim- 
ing that they paid a large preportiaqn of the taxes 
and did not receive any visible benefit therefrom, 
and they, in company with a number of persons 
living in other parts of the place, instituted a move- 
ment to disincorporate the village. This move- 
ment grew very strong, and when the time came 
for the people to vote upon the question there was 
a large majority of the votes in favor of disincor- 
porating. Thus the corporation was broken. 

Soon afterward the inhabitants of the lower 
district made a successful attempt to incorporate 
by themselves, and the village of South Nyack has 
since flourished finely, being composed in a great 

art of well-to-do citizens, many of whom do 

usiness in New-York City and have their homes 
here. A few weeks ago the present effort to 
extend the boundaries of the village was instituted, 
and those who were at the head of the movement 
were sanguine of success, when it was found that 
there was a strong opposition toit. Some of those 
who oppose the annexation do so on the ground 
that Nyack proper needs a corporation again, and 
they do not wish to see such a valuable district 
taken from the viliage before that can be brougat 
about.

TROTTING HORSE BREEDERS. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE ASSOCIATION— 
NEW RULES ADOPTED. 

he sixth annual business meeting of the 
National Association of Trotting Horse Breeders 
was held yesterday at the Everett House, H. W. T. 
Mali presiding. Among those present were I. V. 
Baker, Jr.. L. D. Packer, J. W. Gray, W. R. Wilson, 
of Kentucky; James Battell, of Vermont; John R. 
Graham, of Massachusetts; John H. Wailace, 
H. M. Whitehead, C. A. Willis, Alexander Taylor, 
Jr., A. F. Corley, E. G. Doolittle, and George B. 
Alley. Several amendments to the eonstitution 


were adopted, and the proposed new code of trot- 
ting rules was taken up for discussion. Mr. David 
Bonner was opposed to rule VI., which provided 
that the Executive Committee should appoint one 
person as judge of each race. He offered as an 
amendment that three judges be appointed,jJand 
the rule, as amended, was adopted. After con- 
siderable discussion rule [X., relating to starters in 
heats, was passed in the following form: 

““SecTion 1.—In races of heats, best two in three, a 
horse u0t Winning one in three nor making a dead 
heat shall notstart for a fourth; in races of heats, best 
three in five, a horse not winning a heat in five nor 
making a dead heat shall not start forthe sixth; and 
whenever each of the horses making a dead heat 
would have been entitled to terminate the race had 
he wen said deaa heat they alone shall be entitled to 
start again.” 

Rule XV. provides for the length of whips, as 
follows: For saddle, 2 feet 10 inches; sulkey, 4 feet 
8 inches: wagon, 5 feet 10 inches; teams, 8 feet6 
inches. Rule XVIII., as prepared by the committee, 
provided that the age of ahorse should be reckoned 
fromtbe first of January of the year of foaling. 
Mr. Whitehead moved that the first of April be 
substituted fer the first of January. In the Eastern 
States, he said, January was such a cold month as 
to cause foaling to be attended by great difficulties. 
The amendment was strongly opposed by several 
Scuthern breeders, and it was finally modified so 
as to read March instead of April, and aclause was 
inserted that the rule should not go into effect 
until 1885, but npon being put to the meeting it was 
defeated by 1 vote. The rule in its original con- 
dition was then passed. Rule XIX.,. relating to 
richt of appeal, was passed: Any party aggrieved 
by a suspension or expulsion may appeal from the 
decision of the judges to the Executive Committee.

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WHAT IS BEING DONE IN THE TWO 
HOUSES OF CONGRESS. 

THE SENATE RESUMES THE DEBATE ON THE 
PENDLETON BILL AND THE HOUSE PASSES 
TWO APPROPRIATION BILLS. 

WaSHINGTON, Dec. 13.—In the Senate to- 
day Mr. Beck's resolution for the investigation of 
political asseesments, with Mr. Hale’s substitute, 
were referred to the Judiciary Committee, and the 
debate on the Pendleton Civil Service bill was re- 
sumed. 

Mr. Haw rey said something must be done to re- 
form the civil service. The continuance of the 
present system was rendered impossible, not only 
by the evils developed under it, but also by the 
extraordinary growth of the country and the con- 
sequent increase in the number of public offices. 
Formerly it was not unreasonable te expect that in 
every bureau of the service, the chief should have 
personal knowledge of the character and fitness of 
his subordinates, but this could not be expected 
now, when single departments and offices, like the 
Treasury and the New-York Custom-house, have 
a greater number of employes than the whole 
Government had in its early days. ‘The old 
rule was that the power and duty of making 
removals was vested in the President alone, 
and it was better than the one that 
had been practiced of late. The employes of the 
Government knew very well that good conduct 


and efficiency would give them, at best, only 
partial protection, so they were com- 
pelled constantly to seek to strengthen their 
‘influence’ until the word has become a 
slang term among them, and  thev_ say 
to each other: “* Who is your influence?” ** My in- 
fluence is dead,” or, ** My influence is out of public 
life new; I must get some new influence.”’ So, not 
merely when a new President or a new head of a 
department comes in, but whenever a new 
bureau chief is appointed. there is a hurrying 
and scurrying among the whole terrified flock to 
strengthen themselves with additional " influence.” 
Mr. Hawley discussed at length the main points of 
the Penaleten bill. It did not pretend to cover the 
whole ground of civil service reform, and people 
should not be too sanguine in their expectations as 
to its effects: but it was based upon practical ex- 
perience, and would undoubtedly greatly improve 
the service. Objection had been made to the com- 
mission which the bill proposed to create, but, in 
his own judgment, a central commissicn was abso- 
lutely essential to prescribe general rules and col- 
lect statistics of the progress of the reform. It was 
proposed to amend the bill so asto prescribe a term 
of office for Government employes, but on this 
point the civil service reformers were wiser than 
the practical politicians, for they were in favor of 
leaving to the President full power of removal as 
wellas of appointment, that being necessary to 
secure the efficiency of the service. But, it was 
argued, unless the term of office js limited we shall 
have alife term. This might be the result, or it 
might not; but if it should bo the Government 
would not suffer by chr ger pe the services of 
an efficient public servant for life, however the 
man’s own interest might suffer. President Grant 
had tried to reform the civil service, and had gone 
as far in that direction as Congress permitted; 
President Hayes had tried to do it; President Gar- 
field had promised reform, and would have tried 
it; President Arthur had given Congress an ad- 
mirable invitation to act upon this subjeet. The 
time for action had come, and he (Mr. Hawley) 
hoped that the Senate would pass this plain, 
simple, practical bill. 

The formal amendments reported by the Com- 
mittee ‘on Civil Service Reform were agreed to. 
Mr. Logan’s amendment, providing that the exam- 
inatlons “shall be practical in thelr character and 
shall relate to matters which will fairly test the 
relative fitness and eapacity of applicants to dis- 
charge the duties of tne service into which they 
seek to be admitted,” was adopted. Mr. SHERMAN 
moyed to strike out the provision in section 4 
making a permanent appropriation for the ex- 
penses of the Ciyil Service Commission, there 
being, he said, no appropriation of this character 
for any branch of the civil service, not even for 
the Judges of the Supreme Court. Agreed to. 

Mr. Aruison explained that the object of his 
amendment offered yesterday as a substitute for 
the first seotion of the Pendleton bill was to pro- 
vide that there shall be three Commissioners in- 
stead of five, and that the commission shall be 
composed of persons not conuected with the do- 
partment. Pending the consideration of the 
amendment the Senate went into executive ses- 
sion, and when the doors were reopened adjourned. 

The House to-day went into Committee of the 
Whole on the Agricultural Appropriation bill. Mr. 


Cox offered an amendment prohibiting the Com- 


missioner of Agriculture from discussing in his | 


annual report any partisan or economy question, 
The last three or four, he said, had gone out ot 
their way for te purpose of instrueting the Amer- 
ican people as to the economy of the protective 
tariff. It was perhaps well enough for a Commis- 
sioner to make protection speeches, but he ought 
not to print partisan doeuments as coming from 
agriculture, which was fleeced more than an 
other industry by the present tariff. The amend- 
ment was rejected. A long discussion arose as to 
the number of clerks whe should be employed in 
the Statistical Bureau of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, but no change was made in the bill, which 
was reported to the House and passed.

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SELECTING A STAR ROUTE JURY. 
TEN MEN SECURED—THE CHALLENGES EX- 


HAUSTED ON BOTH B8IDES, 

Wasnineton, Dec. 18.—The effort to pro- 
cure a jury in the star route case was resumed this 
morning. At the time of adjournment yesierday 
there was one juror (John H, Crane,) sworn, and 
there were ten others in the box who had passed 
the gantlet of challenges on the part of the de- 
fense, but who were still open to challenges on the 
part of the prosecution. No objection was made 
to John Hughes or Clarence Shields, (colored,) and 
they were sworn. §S. H. Williams was challenged 


peremptorily. Reese Evans (born in Wales) asked 

to be excused on the ground that he had 

not a perfect knowledge of the English language. 

Judge Wylie did not consider the excuse sufficient. 

Evans was sworn. Robert Gilmore (colored) 

stated that heis 50 years old, that he can read a 

little, and can only write hisname. Mr. Merrick 

submitted that Gilmore was not, in a case like this, 
and in view of his illiteracy, a competent juror; 
but the Judge did not take the same view. 

Gilmore was then challenged peremptorily. 

Frank Renshaw was unchallenged and was 

sworn. James H. Luxom was peremptorily 

challenged, (the three challenges of the prose- 
cution being thus exhausted and ail being 
excepted to.) John B. Sheriff, John H. Vernon, 
and Jackson Howard (colored) were sworn. Of 
the 12 men who had passed the challenges on the 
part of the defense, 8 had now been sworn. The 
prosecution then proceeded from the others sum- 
moned on the panel to select four more jurors. 
who are to be afterward open to ehallenge on the 

Dart of the defense. Mason Lowery gave satisfac- 

tory answers to questions, and took his seat in the 

jury box. T. Munro Elliott had formed an opinion 
from the testimony in the newspapers that the de- 
fendants were euilty. He was excused. John 

E. Latham, O. C. Green, and John M. Young were 

allowed to take seats in the jury box without chal- 

lenges from the prosecution, thus making up the 
four, on whom the defense had still to exercise the 
right of challenge. Macon Lowery and 0. C. Green 
were accepted and sworn. John FE. Latham was 
challenge peremptorily, (the four challenges 

of the Gefense being thus exhausted;) John M. 

Young was accepted, but volunteered the statement 

that he had formed a very decided opinion, which no 

evidence could change. The defense, not withstand- 
ing the statement, made no objection. Mr. Merrick, 
however, challenged him for cause, and the chal- 
lenge was sustained. Then the necessity for send- 
ing out for talesmen presented itself, and two 
hours were consnmed in that way. Seven talos- 
mnen were excused—two because they were over 

65 years of age, one on account of {il-health, and 

four on account of having a fixed opinion. The 

Marsha! was directed tosummon 10 more for to- 

morrow morning, and then the court adjourned.

BREWSTER CAMERON’S STORY. 

HE SWEARS THAT E REFCSED TO HAVE 
ANYTHING TO DO WITH DICKSON’S OFFER. 
WasnHinaton, Dec. 13.—‘‘Mr. Cameron, 

please take the stand,’’ said Judge Snell, in the 

Police court this morning. Mr. Brewster Cameron, 

General Agent of the Department of Justice, was 


then examined by Mr. Wells. He said that at 
about 8 o'clock on Aug. 23, Bowen came to the 
Department of Justice. 

Mr. Cuppy—We object, your Honor, unless it is 
shown that Dickson had something to do with that 
consultation. 

The court sustained the objection. 

Witness proceeded: In consequence of informa- 
tion received frem Bowen, he had seen Measrs. 
Ker and Merrick, and, {n accordance with their ad- 
vice, he had gone to Driver's, where he met Bowen. 
In view of the instructions he had received, he had 
told Bowen that he would meet Dickson at Driver’s, 
and he went there at 3 o’clock, on Aug. 23. Bowen 
said he had sent acard to Dickson, and that the 
latter would be there at 8 o'clock. Witness told 
him he Intended to leave the city at 7:50 o'clock, 
and that Dickson must be there at 6 o'clock. 
Witness was not certain whether or not 
he returned to the department; but, 
at any rate, he sat down to dinner 
later in the evening with Frank Morey, an_ex- 
member of Congress, and Bowen. Bowen said he 
had told Dickson of his being up-stairs, but witness 
remained until about 7 o'clock, up to which time 
Dickson had not come up. Witness then started 
for the depot. Stepping at the door down 
stairs be called to Bowen, who sat at the 
table with Driver and Dickson, and told him 
until the next day 
and would not comply with Bowen's request to 
remain until Jater that night and see Dickson pri- 
vately up stairs, Bowen told witness that Dickson 
had offered to sell ont for $25,000. Witness said 
he would have nothing to do with a man so 


corrupt, and refused to have anything tado with | 


the matter. He asked Bowen where Hoover could 
be found, and, joining that gentleman outside the 
door, told him all about, the affair. Heard no part 
of the conversation between Dickson, Bowen, and 
Driver. Did not know of Dickson until he went 
onthe jury. 


Q.—Do you know cf any attempt on Dickson's 
part to make your acquaintance? A.—Yes Sir; 
about the middie of August last I dined at Driver's 
with Hoover, who said he had heard Dickson ask 
Bowen to arrange an interview for him with me, 
and he asked what Dickson. Hoover answered, 
the foreman of the star route jury. 

The court suggested that as the conversation 
was bardly proper evidence it ought to he dropped. 
The witness then said briefly that he had declined 
to meet Dickson and had never met him thereafter. 

Q.—State whether or rot you authorized Mr. 
Bowen to make any prepeution to Dickson look- 
ing to a purchase of his vote, or anything beyond 
the arrangement for tho interview. 

Objection was made and another argument fol- 
lowed. The witness finally answered the question 


in the negative and was turned over to the de- | 


fense for cross-examination. 

Mr. Cuppy, instead of proceeding with the ex- 
amination, made a motion that the entire testi- 
mony of the witness be stricken out on the ground 
that it was wholly incompetent.

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 
ORDERS TO OFFICERS AND REPORTS FROM 
FOREIGN STATIONS. 

WasHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Leave of absence 
for 15 days, to take effect on or about Dec. 238, is 
granted Capt. Gustavus M. Bascom, Thirteenth In- 
fantry, reeruiting officer. 

Admiral Nicholson, commanding the European 
squadron, reports, under date of Palermo, Italy. 
Noy. 23, that the Lancaster had arrived at that 
port, two days from Malta. The Quinnebaug ar- 
rived at Malta Novy. 15, and her sick were trans- 
ferred to the Lancaster. He found the Nipsic in 


port and sent her to New-York Nov. 22, having on 
board the United States prisoner S. P. Mirgan, 
from Smyrna; Joseph-J. Morgan, seaman, as gen- 
eral court-martial prisoner, and the body of Med- 
ical Inspector Gibbs. The Quinnebaug left Malta 
on the 17th of November for Ville Franche. The 
Lancaster intended going to Naples, Leghorn, 
Genoa, and Ville Franche. 

Capt. Belknap, commanding the Alaska, in a re- 
port under date of Nov. 20, gives an account of the 
celebration of the anniversary of the birthday of 
King Kalakaua, of the Hawalian Islands, On the 
15th of November, the day before the anniversary, 
his Majesty held a reception, at whieh United 
States Minister Daggett, Capt. Belknap, and the 
other officers of the Alaska attended. In the even- 
ing a torch-light procession passed through the 
palace grounds and was received by the King. 
The next day was devoted to a grand regatta, 
which was held in the harbor. The Alaska 
dressed ship and fired ai salute of 21 
guns atnoon. Two of her boats’ crews also took 
2 in the regatta. The whale-boat’s crew pulled 
na boat belonging to Gov. Domincis, and was 
defeated. The barge crew of the ship won the 
other race, distancing the other boats, among them 
the King’s barge. On the evening of the 17th the 
prominent American residents of Honolulu enter- 
tained the officers of the ship at a ball given in 
their honor at the new music hall, which was at- 
tended by the King, his sister, and other high per- 
sonages. Capt. Belknap concluded to remain with 
the ship until Nov. 23, in order that the compli- 
ment might be returned. 

Orders were issued to-day detaching all the 
officers and men of the Marion, which arrived a 
few days ago at Portsmouth, N. H., from South 
America. The orders will go into effect as soon as 
all the stores are landed, and the ship will be put 
out of commission. Orders were also published 
to-day detaching the officers of the Swatara, at 
Norfolk, recently arrivedifrom China, as they have 
been attached to herforthree years. The Swatara 
will not be put out of commission, but will have a 
new set of officers assigned to her, and will go for

ENCOURAGING TO SHIP-BUILDERS. 
THE JOINT CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE AT 
WORK ON THE SUBJECT OF FREE SHIPS. 
WasHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Tho joint select 
Committee on American Shipping to-day further 
discussed various propositions for the relief of the 
shipping interests. The following proposition, 
prepared by the San Francisco Board of Trade, and 
introduced in the House by Mr. Page, was unani- 

mously adopted: 


“That whenever any vessel, whether steam or sail, 
shalt be constructed and equipped in the United 
States for the foreign trade, inciuding the trade be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific ports of the United 
States, in whole or in part of materials of the produc- 
tion of the United States, the owner or owners of such 
vessel shall be entitied to receive and collect from the 
United States a sum equal in amount to the duty 
which would have been coilected upon imported ma- 
terials of like description and of equal guality with 
the American materiaia used in the construction, 
eguipment, engine, bollers, and other appurtenances 
of such steam or sail vessel.”’ 

The importance of this provision and its value to 
the shin-building interest will be readily seen when 
it is estimated that upon aniron ship of 4,000 tons 
the bonus to be allowed for the American mate- 
rials would amount to $48,000 or $50,000. ‘The see- 
ond proposition, also prepared by the San Fran- 
cisco Board of Trade, is that ‘‘ all registered ves- 
sels, either sail or steam, of the United States en- 
gaged exclusively in the foreign carrying trade, 
are hereby exempted from all or any Stato or mu- 
nicipal taxation.” This was also adopted by the 
committee, Mr. Dingiey alone dissenting, not to 
the equity of the proposition, but for the reason 
that he believed this matter should be regulated 
exclusively by the States. Mr. Cox offered a 
proposition for free ships, both for the foreign 
and coastwise trade, which Was supported by him- 
self and Senator Vest, but was rejected by the 
committee. Senators Vest and Miller, of California,

CHICAGO MARKET FEATURES. 
ACTIVE FOR A WHILE, AFTERWARD SOLID 
AS A ROCK, AND CLOSING WEAKER, 

Cuicaco, Dec, 13.—The leading produce 
markets were active for a little while to-day. The 
trading on ’Change was stopped at 12 o'clock to 
enable the Board of Trade to lay the corner-stone 
of the new building, and there was no afternoon 
session of the call board. The general tendency 
of prices was downward, though not heavily so, 
except in the case of corn.{, Provisions were quite 
active atalower range. Pork declined 12% to 15 
cents and closed 74 to 10 cents below 
the latest prices of Tuesday, except on 
May, which was relatively firm. Lard de- 
clined 10 cents and closed at a disadvan- 
tage of 5 cents, except that the longer futures 
were firm, closing about the same as on Tuesday. 
Meats declined 5 vents on futures and 20 cents for 


this month, the year pressure being supposed to be 
nearly over. he receipts of hogs were again 
large, with a good many left over in tho pens, 
causing lower prices, and Liverpool voted a decline 
of 1s. in meats. These things made local operators 
bearish, while there were a good many out- 
siders to buy, woich took all the offerings, 
anda prominent packer took hold atter the out- 
side orders were filled. But there was no spot de- 
mand for meats, and some buying orders for lard 
were withdrawn. The local trade was oppressed 
by the large movement of hogs here, the animals 
being drawn past competing points in the West, 
and even from Michigan and Indiana by the higher 
prices offered at Chicago. The buying orders from 
other places for product appear to have been stim- 
ulated by the light receipts of hogs there. 

Foreign buyers have reduced their limits here, 
and cut them so low that nothisg can be done in 
that direction at present prices. In the afternoon 
the market was ‘‘as firm asa rock,’ there being 
nothing on sale. Wheat was dull and easier, de- 
clining 4 to % cents from the latest prices of 
Tuesday, and closing tame at the inside. London 
reported an adyance of 6d. to is. per quarter, 
and our receipts were not by any means Jarge, but 
there was no demand of aspeculative character 
here, about all the trading noticed being 
in changes from one month to another, and 
not much to that. Car lots of No. 2 
Spring fell of 4% to kK cent in. sympathy with 
futures, while there was little change in other 
grades. The sending of outside orders was per- 
haps discouraged by the idea entertained in some 
quarter that the Board of Trade would take a 
whole instead of a half holiday for laying the cor- 
ner-stone of the new building. 

Corn was active, and heavy on the near futures. 
Year declined tcent and January 3¢ ‘cent, while 
the longer deliveries showed little change. The 
British markets were called dull and easy, and our 
receipts were again large, with light shipments. 
The lower grades feil off 1 to 1% cents, with a 
smaller demand for shippers, and the current offer- 
ings of car lots of No. 2 were generally at about 4 
cent premium over the price for the year, because 
the latter was generally offered in greater quanti- 
ties than wanted. There was really a good deal of 
throwing on the rear futures, the longs being anx- 
fous to get out while there was any premium at ail, 
as they feared it would soon vanish. There was 
litt's selling on the long futures, as it is known that 
eribbing is very slow, und scarcely any sales have 
been made fer May delivery by reeeiyers. Hence 
operators could see no reason for the existence of 
premiums on year and January. After the close of 
regular trading, the market for this month weak- 
ened further, closing at about 52% cents. On the 
curbstone, year declined to 52 cents and January to 
5144 cents. 

The exceeding plenty of breadstuffs all over the 
West may perhaps be wrongly inferred from the 
two following facts, Two car-loads of middlines 
were shipped from this city last Tuesday to Man- 
chester, lowa, 25 miles west of Dubuque, and a 
couple of car-loads of flour were loaded into cars 
hero yesterday to be gent to Nebraska. It is vari- 
ously related that a few days ago 40,000 bushels of 
corn went the rounds here and never stopped till it 
had settled contracts for 725,000 bushels. One fifty- 
nine-thousand bushel lot of the above went to no 
less than 24 different firms.

IN AN INSANE ASYLUM. 
MRS COLLINS RELEASED ON A WRIT OF HA- 
BEAS CORPUS--ADMISSION OF SANITY. 
Burra o, Dec. 13.—The case of Mrs, Martha 
J. Collins, who ‘since Oct. 19 has been an inmate 
ef the State Insane Asylum in this city, has ex- 


cited more than an ordinary amount of interest. 
On Saturday last Judge James M. Smith, of the Su- 


preme Court, granted a writ of habeas corpus 
directing Dr. Judson Andrews, Superintendent of 


the asylum,to produce Mrs. Collins incourt this 
morning. The affidavits presented charged that 
Mrs. Collins had been illegally committed to and 
detained in the asylum and that her mind was per- 
fectly sound. The affidavit of Alvin F, Waite, 
United States Deputy Marshal, to the effect that 
Dr. Andrews had refused to permit him to 
see any of the documents of commitment 
upon which she was held in the _ insti- 
tution, was also presented to Judge Smith. 
Mrs. Collins is the wife of N. R. Collins, of Brad- 
ford, Penn. She is about 57 years or age, and of 
very respectable appearance. This morning she 
was brought before Judge Smith. A motion for 
her discharge from the asylum was made upon the 
ground that the Judge by whom she was com: 
mitted exceeded his authority in thet she was a 
resident of a foreign State. At this point, the at- 
torney for the asylum authberities suggested to the 
court that Mrs. Collins had so far recovered that 
they, the authorities of the asylum, bad determined 
to release her about the time that the writ was 
served. Judge Smith then discharged Mrs. Collins. 

During the hearing Mrs, Collins’s husband sat 
outside of the railing an altentive listener to the 
proceedings. At their conclusion he advanced to 
the side of Mrs. Collins and offered to shake hands 
with ber. She accepted his proffered hand, but 
when he stepped closer she drew back and refused 
to hold any communication with him. At the same 
time she asked her attorney if sse was free. He 
answered ‘Yes.’ Her husband then offered her a 
sealskin gloak which he had brought from home, 
but she declined to receive it. Xr. Collins then at- 
tempted to sit beside her, but she withdrew her 
chair and said she would see him at her lawyer's 
office. Dr. Andrews, before leaving the room, 
shook hands with Mrs. Collins, saying that he hoped 
she had no fault to find with the asylum authori- 
ties. She answered, ‘‘No, Doctor, I had none 


after a friend of mine who called upon me in- | 


formed mo that I was not, as you represented, a 
pauper patient, but that my husband was paying 
my expenses. After that time you gave me eyery- 
thing I desired.”’ 

At the lawyer’s office Mrs. Collins informed her 
husband that she would return home with him if 
he would give her a written agreement to treat her 
asa wife should be treated, and not incarcerate 
her in any asylum. This Mr. Collins refused to do. 
Ho said he would give his word to use her well, but 
wou'd execute no document to that effeet. On 
hearing this Mrs. Collins announced her determina- 
tion not to go back to Bradford with him, but in- 
stead to go to some of her frierndsin this city. 
This she has done, NHirs. Collins claims that_ this is 
the third time she has bsen placed tn an asylum by 
her husband, She tells a straightforward story, 
and her case has excited the pity and sympathy of 
all conversant with its history.

Mr. Slater indors- 
ed the paperzef, R. O. Storrs & Co., the insolvent 
woolen goods manufaeturers, of Dedham, 
very extensively, without any security. The 
transaction has been severely commented 
upon in business circles since the failure. 
At the time of the failure of Storrs & Co. Mr. 
Slater also failed, and has since entered into in- 
solvency in Worcester County. The hearing oc- 
cupied about four hours, the examina- 
tion being principally upon his assets 
and the manner in which he procured 
his money. Kelative to the extensive indorse- 
ment made by him upon the Storrs paper, he ex- 
lained that in a conference with Storrs he 
nad «agreed te» indorse the firm’s paper for 
$40,000, but that the amount should not exceed 
$50,000, Mr. Slater admitted that before he 
ailled he had transferred $50.000 in  securi- 
ties to his mother. for the reason, as he 
stated, that his mother owned tkree-fourths 
of the estate, andas he had nearly lost his one- 
quarter he, in justice to his mother, made the 
transfer. He aiso stated that he haa lost 
$20,000 in the New-England Nail Company. 
It was apparent to the assignee that Mr. Slater’s 
failure was not brought about by any 
criminal proceeding, but that it was 
caused on account of badly managed finan- 
cial affairs. The hearing adjourned sine 
die. The next hearing in the Storr’s case will take

MR. KEELY NOT YET RHADY. 
ANNUAL MEETING OF THE MOTOR COMPANY 
-—-REPOR?PS OF KEELY AND BOTKEL. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec, 13,—The annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Keely Motor Com- 
pany was held this afternoon, at which the report 
of the Directors was presented, foliowed by the re- 
port of William Boekel, who was chosen by the 
stockholders and Mr. Keely as the custodian of 
his secret, supplemented by another repert from 
Mr. Keely himself, all of which were listened to 
with creat interest by the stockholders. The Di- 
reetors, in submitting their report, refer to the ap- 
pointment of Boekel by the court as the repository 
of the various inventions of Mr. Keely for the bene- 
fit of the stockholders, and express confidence in 
him, 

Mr. Keely's communication says that he has 
steadily prosecuted his labors, that his engine will 
soon be completed and in full operation, and that 
it is his purpose soon to bring the matter to the at- 
tention of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
with a view to having the engine first applied on 
their road between Philadelphia.and New-York. 
Mr. Keely assures the stockholders that he has 
passed the line of experiment and nothing is left 
to be done but the compietion of the mechanical 
work now being done on his engine. He says, in 
conclusion, ** At your request and with the aid of 
Mr. Boekel and of counsel. I have prepared a 
caveat for my generator, which has been forwarded 
to the Patent Office. 

Mr. Boekel, the expert designated to investigate 
the secret, reverts to the great possibilities of natural 
forces, which he says Mr. Keely has been assidu- 
ously studying until the inventor’s ‘investigations 
and experiments have carried him far beyond the 
laboratory experiments of such men as Prof. Tyn- 
dall and other scientific investigators, and he has 
suceeeded in exciting, harnessing, and utilizing the 
subtle force which to them has been only a 
subject of scientific wonder.”’ Then the ex- 
pert goes on to show that what Mr. Keely 
claims to have discovered is “the fact that water 
in its netural state is capable of being, by vibra- 
tory action, disintegrated so that its molecular 
structure is broken up, and there is evolved there- 
from a permaoent expansive gas orether, which 
result is produeed by mechanical aetion. Very many 
of those to whom this communicationis addressed 
have frequently seen at the worksnop of Mr. 
Keely the evolution of this substance and its 
registry in a chamber where it exerted an ex- 
pansive ouergy of upward of 25,000 pounds to the 
square inch. The report does not describe the 
mechanizm employed, as Mr. Boekel says that 
would be improper, but he concludes that Mr. 
Keely has discovered all that he has 
claimed, and that the stockholders should 
abide in patience the success of the enterprise. 
In reference to the great lapse of time since the 
announcement of the discovery and the practical 
utilization thereof, the report states that Mr. Keely 
has constructed three engines at different times, 
each belng an improvement on its predecessor, but 
none of them equal to 2 fair test, but now he is en- 
gaged in the construetion of a vibratory engine of 
500 horse-power. 

Mr. T. G. Green, of New-York, the Treasurer of 
the company, submitted a statement of its financial 
condition. The disbursements of revenue ob- 
tained by the sale of stock since December, 1879, 
are: Seven thousand five hundred and thirty-two 
shares, $46,391 75; 1,500 shares paid to J. W. Keely 
on account of engine; 2,749 shares for ioan stock pre- 
vious to consolidation.

CUSTOM-HOUSE METHODS 


THE NEEDS OF THE SERVICE IN 
THIS CITY. 
4 MAJORITY AND A MINORITY REPORT FROM 
THE COMMISSION APPOINTED TO EXAM- 
INE THE NEW-YORK CUSTOM-HOUTSE. 
Wasnineton, Dec. 13.—The following is 
the majority report of the commission appointed 


to.examine into the conduct and necegsities of the 
Customs service at New-York: 


_ WASHINGTON, Dec. 7, 1882. 
Zhe Hon. Charies J. Foiger, Secrctury of the Treas- 


ury: 

rm: In pursuance of your written instructions, 
we have the honor to state that we have made an 
extended examination of the various branches of 
the New-York Custom-house, and have called be- 
fore us the prominent officers thereof in order to 
determine the amount of the appropriation re- 
quired to defray the expenses of collecting the rev- 
enue from Customs at that port for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1884, and to enable you to make 
report to Congress of snch sum for that pur- 
ose as you may deem proper, as required 
y section 5 of the act approved § Aug. 
5, 1882. As ae result of our labors 
we submit the following report, accompanied by 
estimates, showing tlie details of the force and the 
amount of money necessary for the purposes men- 
tioned. We have endeavored, as far as was con- 
sistent with our idea of justice to the persons em- 
dDloyed and to an eftiicient administration, to follow 
the present organization botn in the number of 
persons and of the salaries to be paid. At the same 
hime, we have not failed to recommend an increase 
both of salaries and of force where we deemed it 
hecessary or proper. The salaries of many of the 
Dfficers and, indeed, of whole classes of officers not 
fixed by statute, have been increased from time to 
time by various Secretaries of the Treasury in av- 
cordance with their own ideas of the special im- 
ortance of certain positions, without regard to 
he system as a whole, and then again. salaries 
have been decreased to meet special conditions of 
appropriations. We have endeavored, so far as 
racticable, to bring the whole Customs service at 
New-York into proper relations, and have based 
eur estimates upon a comprehensive view of the 

whole. 

COLLECTOR’S OFFICE, 


We have estimated for the salary of the Col- 
lector at the amount now fixed by law, viz., 
$12,000 perannum. Section 2,536, Revised Stat- 
utes, provides for an Assistant Collector at 
New-York, and section 2,694 defines his du- 
ties and fixes his salary at $5,000 per annum. 
This position has been vacant since the re- 
tirement therefrom of Mr. Charles P. Clinch, on 
Dec. 1, 1876, and sti!l remains vacant. There is also 
an Ofiicer known as the Chief Clerk of Customs, 
whose salary, as fixed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, is $5,000 per annum, who supervises the corre- 
spondence of the Collector's office and performs 
many of the duties which were performed by the 
late Assistant Collector, but is without authority 
to sign correspondence or official documents for 
the Collector. The Collector recommends the re- 
tention of hoth of these officers, basing his views 
on the fact that it may be necessary to fill the 
office of Assistant Collector at no distant day, and 
In that event both officers could be employed with 
advantage tothe public service. We have made 
burestimate in accordance with the Collector’s 
recommendation, but whether both positions ought 
to be retained, or if not, which one ought to be 
abolished, we leave for your decision, without rec- 
pmmendation. We have made no provisicn for an 
Assistant Collector at Jersey City, which was prac- 
seed a sinecure, and recommend that it be abol- 
shed. The salary of the Superintendent of the 
Custom-house is estimated for at $2,400, instead of 
62,000 as now paid. Tho salaries of the Deputy 
Collectors:at New-York are fixed by section 2,697, 
Revised Statues, at $3,000 per anaum. We have 
rovided for the deputies in charge of divisions at 

.000 perannum. Wedeem this advance but an 
ect of justice to officers exercising important 
functions in behalf of the Collector and the Gov- 
ernment, and whose powers and duties are quite 
as important as those of many Collectors of other 
districts, who receive even higher salaries than 
those we have proposed. The salaries of these 
oflicers were fixed at the present rate by the aci of 
1866, and those of other officers which we have 
recommended should be advanced were fixed 
many years since, when the cost of living was 
materially less than at present, and it is a noto- 
rious fact that the cost of living in New-York City 
bas advanced in proportion far beyond that of any 
other place this side of the Pacific slope. 

Not only in the advance of these salaries, but in 
jmany others which our estimate increases, we have 
‘endeavored to act upon the principle adopted by 
mercantile houses, of paying for services accord- 
ing to their worth, and of recognizing ability and 
experience in special cases, gained only by long 
years of service. Experience gained in the Govera- 
ment service does not generally command a special 
value in business circies,so0 that an officer thrown 
out of Government employ, after years of service, 
has practically to begin life anew; while. on the 
pther band, one who gains experience in mer- 
pantile houses can generally find a market 
vaiue for his services in other houses 
pf the same or other branches of trade. 
The chief clerks of the Third and Seventh Divi- 
sions are charged with correspondence which in- 
volves questions of law, and generally are called 
upon to perform more duties and of a higher class 
than are the chief clerks of the other divisions, 
except of the Fifth (Entry) Division, as now or- 
ganized, the salary for the chief clerk of which is 
The salaries we recom- 
mend—$3,000 each per annum—are, we are satis- 
fied, but a fair equivalent for the important duties 
pertoprmed by these two chief clerks. We have 
also recommended an increase of the salaries of 
the Auditor and Cashier from $5,000 to $6,000 per- 
annum each, both of which officers have large 
responsibilities. We have provided for an addi- 
tional Deputy Collector to be placed in charge 
of the liquidation of entries. As an ad- 
ditional recognition of the importance of 
the work performed in the liquidating depart- 
ment we have estimated for two additional clerks, 
making 28 in all, and have placed 12 of them at the 
salary of $2,200 each, which was formerly paid to 
that entire force. In addition to providing for one 
more Deputy Collector, we recommend that it be 
provided by law that the Collector may designate 
any officer or clerk to exercise the powers and per- 
form the duties of «a Deputy Collector, who shall, 
when aeting In that capacity, be recognized asa 
Deputy Collector, tut without additional compen- 
pation. 

We also decom it proper to state that ability, as 
demonstrated »y years of service, should in our 

udgment control the Government (as it does pri- 
ate institutions) in making promotions of worthy 
Bervants without their examination in a general 
plass. It is not, in our judgment, practicable to 
throw open such positiens to competition to the 
whole Custom-house, but the promotions should be 
Bmong those who have had experience in their 
bpecial branches of work. it may be assumed that 
where persons develop by experience a fitness for 
the position of liquidating clerk or for other special 
service, they are worth the salaries we propose. 
While we do not favor the numbering of the sey- 
eral classes of clerks or other employes, as hereto- 
fore adopted, the present practice of distinguishing 
employes by titles corresponding to the class of 
work which they perform serves, in our opinion, to 
make them proficient in their particular branches. 
Furthermore, it serves to iix the responsibility of 
neads of bureaus for the.clerks of different classes 
assigned to their charge, and will not and does not 
now prevent the temporary detail, as occasions re- 
quire, of clerks from one branch to another. 


SURVEYOR’S OFFICE. 


The present organization of this office embraces 
the Surveyor, at asalary of $8,000; an Auditor at 
$5,000, and one Deputy Collector at $2,500. Witna 
wiew to better organization of the Surveyor’s De- 
partment we have provided for one Assistant Sur- 
veyor at a salary of $5,000, have omitted provisions 
Yer the Auditor, and provided for three Deputy 
Surveyors, one at a salary of $8,000, and two at 
$2,500 per annum each. We have pro- 
vided fur the Assistant Surveyor at $65,000 

er annum, assuming that the officer now per- 

orming the duties of that position under the title 
pf Auditor will do the same work under the pro- 
posed change of the title. On the gpm ad of spe- 
jai fitness gained by long years of experience we 
ave made special provisions for salaries propor- 
tionate to their responsibilities and known worth, 
otably the chief clerks of the Third and Seventh 
Divisions of the Collector’s Office. The change 
proposed in the organization of the Surveyor’s 
force willafford the much-needed means for an 
efficient supervision of the Inspectors, Weighera, 
Gaugers, and Measurers. To accomplish the 
proper supervision over the out-door force 
and in view of the great radius—embracing 
many miles—within which vessels discharge 
et the port of New-York the Surveyor 
recommends the employment of a horseand wagon 
to convey the Deputy Surveyors from place to 
lace, and we concur in this recommendation, be- 
ieving that the small cost incident thereto would 
be money well spent. In regard to staff officers, 
&c., we have concluded to report in favor of the 
pontinuance of the present practice. We have rec- 
pmmended an increase in the number of Inspectors 
from 314 to 834, The Surveyor asked for 350. The 
present force of Inspectors is, in our judgment, 
Inadequate to meet the needs of the service. We 
think that the safety of the revenue demands that 
these Inspectors should be assigned to the dis- 
tharge of each of the larger class of foreign 
steam-ships, and that the number of sailing vessels 
In charge of one officer shali be lessened. While 
there are some aged men on the Inspector’s force, 
their removal and the substitution of younger and 
more able-bodied men, while it might tend to 
greater alacrity in the discharge of duty, would not 
materially lessen the need for the additional force 
we have recommended, for the reason that each 
pne of these men now performs the duties of the 
osition to which he is assigned, and one man can- 
hot perform the duties of two in these positions, 
no matter however able-bodied. We have reduced 
the number of female Inspectors from nine to seven, 
that number, in our judgment, being sufficient for 
p proper performance of the duty of searching the 
ersons of female passengers. Such searches should 
a avoided as far as practicable, In too many 
cases innocent persons have been searched without 
gufiieient eause, and where this occurs, such action 
ls revolting to the better feelings of human nature, 
and brings odium on the Government, 


NAVAL OFFICE. 


To maintain the system applied to the other de- 
artments of the Custom-house we have provided 
or an Assistant Naval Officer, at a salary of $3,000, 

Bnd two deputies at a salary of $2,800 per annum 
each, and an Auditor at a salary of $2,800. The 
ptaff thus provided for we deem ample for the con- 
duct of business in that branch of the Custom- 
house. We have also proposed in our estimates to 
dispense with the preliminary examination of the 
entry in the Naval Office, and to nightly require the 
officer known as the Cashier in the Naval Office to 
note on the copies of the entries lodged in 
that office the Collector's estimates of duty, and 
to require the Naval Officer to prove the correct- 
ness of the Collector’s final adjustment or liquida- 
tion of the amount payable. thus preserving a var- 


fect check against the Collector's daily receipts 
and against his final settlement of the duties. We 
fail to see that the present system in this regard 
serves any other purpose than a useless cumulative 
action and a consequent hindrance to the prompt 
dispatch of the business connected with the entry 
of imported: merchandise. The course of pro- 
cedure proposed would save the salaries of one 
chief entry clerk, at $2,500, five entry clerks at 
$2,200 each, and two messengers, one at $840 and 
one at $500, whose services could thus be dispensed 
with, and in that event there would be no need 
for the counter signature of the Naval Offi- 
cer to the permit to land the goods 
from the impoftting vessel. Every prominent 
official in the Collector’s office we consulted, and 
whose opinions may be relied upon trom the nature 
of their official experience, concur in recommend- 
ing the proposed change. There need be no appre- 
hensions, we think, that by the change proposed 
the sums of money involved in tbe errors hereto- 
fore discovered by the entry clerks in the Naval 
Office will be lost to the Government. 


APPRAISER’S DEPARTMENT. 


The value of this branch of the Customs Service 
cannot well be over-estimated. About seven-tenths 
of the whole revenue from Customs is coliveted at 
the port of New-York, or for the past fiscal year the 
sum Of $152,773,962 82, out of a total for the whole 
country of $220,410,780 26. Of the entire amount 
thus collectea $111,605,499 was pald as duties 
ou goods paying wholly or in part ad valorem 
rates, and the value of such goods was, in round 
numbers, $264,820,562. In former times: the mode 
of evading the revenue laws was confined largely 
to smuggling and in out-of-the-way places. This 
plan, which could at the best be carried on only in 
@ small way, has been superseded to a large extent 
by a systematic undervaluation of goods subject 
to ad valorem duties, and thus evading a portion of 
the duties, and by that means not on!y driving the 
honest importer out of the trade, but depriving 
the American manufacturer of a considerable 
part of the protection which the law ex- 
tends to him. With all the vigilance that 
the officials of the Appraiser’s department 
have exercised in serutinzing the invoiced 
values of imports and availing themselves of 
all the information as to the true dutiable values 
which they could command, the evil complained 
of has not been cured, nor is it likely that any 
measures, however vigilant, which may be adopt- 
ed will wholly remedy it. Still, we are impressed 
with the conviction that much can be done to- 
ward lessening the evil and to promote more eili- 
cient and ready action on the part of the Apprais- 
er’s Department by a partial change in the present 
system and by the appointment of a man to be Ap- 
praiser who shall possess the qualities necessary to 
fill so important a post. We are convinced that 
the salary of the Appraiser. as a proper measure 
for the value of his services, should not be 
less than that paid to the Naval Officer and 
Surveyor, and we have therefore estimated 
for it at $8,000 per annum. A mere enlargement 
of the salary, however, will not of itself tend to in- 
crease the effectiveness of administration. We 
find at present the most discordant relations exist- 
ing between the Appraiser and many of his promi- 
nent assistants, who have served under for- 
mer Appraisers, who thoroughly avpreciated the 
services of these experienced ofiicers, and between 
whom there were the most cordial relations. While 
we have failed to discover anything which im- 
peaches the integrity of the present Appraiser, he 
has, in our jucgment, not developed those admin- 
istrative qualities nor shown the business capacity 
which are neeessary to secure proper discipline 
among eo large a body of men having in charge 
such vast Interests and to secure a proper efficiency 
of the service. With the substitution for the pres- 
ent incumbent of an officer possessing the proper 
qualities to fit him for the position, we are satisfied 
a. radical change for the better in administration 
would take place. 

The present organization consists altogether of 
270 persons, embracing 10 Assistant Appraisers ata 
salary of $3,000 perannum each, in charge of a 
division to which is assigned the examination and 
appraisement of various classes of imports. In 
place of this we propose one Assistant Appraiser at 
a salary of $4,000, one Assistant Appraiser at $3,500, 
and six Deputy Appraisers at $3,000 each. ‘The les- 


| sening of the number of divisions would tend to 


bring together in one division a larger variety 
of goods of the same generio class than is 
now practiced; concentrate the authority 
in a fewer number. of . persons, and 
make available tor additional examining 
rooms, which are much needed. considerabie 
of the space now occupied by Assistant Appraisers 
as office rooms. Thecorps of examiners, openers, 
and packers and other officials embraced in our 
list we consider sufficient for all ordinary purposes 
for the coming fiscal year, and with proper super- 
vision they can all be worked to advantage, I{t 
would be false economy to stint the Avpraiser in 
the number of men necessary to carry on his busi- 
ness In a businesslike way. The laboratory, situa- 
ted in a building on Canal-street, which is rented 
for $1,250 per annum, should be attached to and 
form a part of the Avpraiser’s department, and we 
see noreason why it may not be properly situated 
in that building. We have provided for only two 
officers at the laboratory—one at $2,000 and one at 
$1,800—which number we think sufficient for the 
needs of theservicein that direction. The law 
taken from the act of 1866 reorganizing the Ap- 
praiser’s department at New-York provides that 
one of the divisions shall be properly charged with 
damage appraisements. We recommend the re- 
peal of this statute,se asto permit the Appraiser 
either to place the damage appraisements in charge 
of a separate division, or to divide the labor among 
the several divisions having charge of the various 
classes of goods tor appraisement of value. 


GENERAL APPRAISER’S OFFICE. 


The salary of each of the General Appraisers is 
fixed by the law at $3,000 per annum. Considering 
the importance of the office of General Appraiser 
atthe port of New-York, we have estimated for 
his salary at $4,000 per annum. The official expe- 
rience ot seme of the members of this commission 
led them, in the course of their examinations, to 
confer with the officers of the Appraiser’s de- 
partment upon the subject of the enlarge- 
ment of the functions of the General Ap- 
praiser so as to give him jurisdiction in 
connection with the merchant’ appraisers 
provided by law to determine not only questions 
of value but al! questions purely of faet relating to 
the character or description of imported soods on 
which depends the rate or amount of duty due, 
and whose report should, as on a question of value 
under the present sysiem, be final and conclusive 
upon all parties interested. The principal officers 
of the Appraiser’s department, as we!l as the Gen- 
eral Appraiser at New-York, were strongly im- 
pressed with the importance of the change sug- 
gested, in which opinion we heartily concur. 

Ve find that all the principal Customs officers at 
New-York are in accord with us in the opinion that 
the business of the Custom-house is clogged by the 
exaction of what are known as official fees and 
that they should be abolished. Some of our hon- 
orable predecessors have made recommendations 
to Congress to the same effect. They are a source 
of annoyance to parties paying them, and in 
amount yield a revenue which ean be well spared. 
Questions have recently come into prominence as 
to the right to exact a large portion of the fees 
prescribed by the regulations. Appeals by the 
score are pouring into the Treasury against such 
exactions, and if such fees continue to be exacted, 
it will resuitin long and troublesome litigation. 
We are therefore of opinion; that the present time 
would be a good oppertunity for the abolition of 
such fees, and that the salaries of Collectors at 
ports, whose compensation is made up largely 
from such fees, should be thoroughly readjusted. 

We also call your attention to the fact that in 
the performance of their duties many of the Cus- 
tom-house ofiieers are compelled to travel long 
distances and pay their car fare orferriage. We 
learn at the Treasury Department that in some in- 
stances officers invurring such expenses have been 
reimbursed therefor by order of the Secretary, 


| while others have been compelled to bear such ex- 


pense themselves. * * * We, therofore, recom- 
mend that authority be given to the head of each 
department in the New-York Custom-house to re- 
ceive prover vouchers at the close of each month 
for the expenses so ineurred, and to examine the 
same, and if found correct to certify them and for- 
ward them tothis department, where:payment there- 
of oughtto be made. They could be paid out of the 
contingent fund for sueh office, asthe law requires. 
that the expense in connection with bonded ware- 
houses shal! be borne by the keeper thereof. * * * 
We see no other practicable “ge A than to maintain 
the present system, and have therefore provided 
for the paymont of salaries and other expenses 
neeessary to the maintenance of the warehouse 
system out of any moneys in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, subject only to the limita- 
tions that such payment shall not exceed the 
amount deposited by the proprietors of bonded 
warehouses, 

Our estimates, if adopted, will increase the ex- 

ense of colleeting the revenue from Customs at 
New-York over that of the present organization, 
as near ag may be, $93,117 23. But this amount is 
$150,627 75 less than would be incurred if the 
recommendatiuns of the ofticers in charge of the 
respective departments, made to us, should be 
adopted. Many of our recommendations, if adopt- 
ed, wil] necessitate a change in existing law, and 
Wwe accompany this report with a draft of a bill to 
that end. 

In conelusion, the commission pays a high com- 
pliment to the efficiency and industry shown by 
the clerk—Mr, T. J, Kelly—placed at their disposal 
by the Collector, The report is signed H. B. 
James, Chief of Customs Division, Chairman; 
Joseph Treloar, Chief Clerk of the Customs at the 
Port of New-York; Charles N. Brackett, Special 
Agent, Treasury Department. 

The following postscript is attached: Since 
making the foregoing report we find that the Tariff 
Commission have recommended to Gongress that 
the functions of the Naval Orticer be limited as we 
have suggested. H. e

COLLECTOR'S OFFICE. 


I do not favor the retention of the offices of both 
Assistant Collector and Chief Clerk of Customs, 
The office of Assistant Collector has remained 
vacant since the retirement of Mr. Clench, in 1876, 
put the duties of the office have fallen in large 
measure uvon the Chief Clerk. whose aalary has

been advanced from time to time until it is now 
.000 per annum, the same as that fixed by law for 
the Assistant Collector. J believe that the title 
should go with the dutiesand salary, and so recom-* 
mend that the position of Chief Clerk be abolished. 
and that of Assistant Collector retained, at the 
present compensation of $5,000 per annum. 

I dissent from the pronosed increase of the sala- 
ries of the Auditor and Cashier to $6,000 each, be- 
lieving that the present compensation of $5,090 is 
ample for the responsibilities and duties of the 
places. The Auditor now receives $1.000 more 
than the Commissioner of Customs, who_ passes 
finally on all the accounts of all the Custom-houses, 
and as much as the First Controller of the Treas- 
ury, while the Cashier receives $1,000 more than 


,the Cashier of the Sub-Treasury in New-York, 


whose responsibilities are vastly greater. I dissent 
from the increase of one in the number uf Deputy 
Collectors in charge of divisions, believing that the 
present number of divisions is sufficientif the work is 
properly apportioned between them. I admitthat 
the entry clerks and liquidating clerks should be in 
separate divisions, tut [ believe that the object can 
be accomplished without creating another division 
by abolishing the present invoice division, whose 
work is of an inferior character, and dividing its 
work between the entry division and liquidating 
division. J dissent from the increase of the sala- 
ries of two of the chief clerks of divisions to $3.000 
while the others are left at $2,500. The Deputy 
Colleetors in charge of divisions under the sched- 
ule of salaries proposed are all to receive the same 
salary of £4,000, Ido not think that there should 
be a distinction in the salaries of the chief clerks 
When there is none in the salaries of their 
principal. I see no reason why the Su- 
perintendent of the Custom-house building, 
who is now paid from the appropriation 
for the ** pay ot custodians and janitors,’ should be 
taken upon the estimates of this commission. If, 
however, he is to be so taken up I dissent from 
the increase of his salary to $2,400, believing the 
present salary of $2,000 to be sufiictent for the 
place. I dissent from the increase of the salaries 
of 14 clerks from $2,000 to $2,200, and from the in- 
crease of four in the aggregate number of the 
clerks in the two grades, on the ground that the 
clerical force, without this increase, if properly dis- 
tributed and managed, ts sufficient for the work of 
the next fissal year. and that the present gradation 
of salaries is. sufficientiy liberal. I do not approve 
of the continuance of the practice of indicat- 
ing the duties of different bodies of clerks by 
the titles of tieir places as “Sentry clerks.” 
* liquidating clerks,” and the like. I would simply 
distinguish them by salaries, and leave the head of 
each office free to assign their duties from time to 
time, according to the necessities of the work and 
their own aptitude for it. There is no reason why 
all entry clerks should receive $2,200 and all liqui- 
dating clerks $2,000, regardless of individual upti- 
tude, experience, and capacity. It would be much 
beiter to have them begin at lower salaries and to 
promote them as their experience and expertness 
increase. 1 would let the promotion go to the best 
man, whether he were inthe liquidating branch, 
the entry branch, or elsewhere. In brief, I would 
mobilize the entire force of each office. This plan, 
if carried out inthe proper spirit, would relieve 
the force of its present rigidity and add greatly to 
its efficiency. The changes proposed by me would 
reduce the proposed appropriation for the Col- 
lector’s office’in the sum of $23,200,and would 
make the net increase over the present salary roll 
only $5,787 50, which is more than covered by the 
increase of $1,000 in thesalaries of six Deputy 
Collectors, to which I assent. 
THE INSPECTORS, 

Urgent recommendations for the increase of the 
present force of both day and night Inspectors 
came to the commission from many quarters. It is, 
however, in evidence that there are at least 40 
officers on the force who, from age and infirmity, 
are incapable of full duty, of whom eight or nine 
are unfit for even the lightest duty. These men 
have not broken down in the service but were old 
orinfirm when appointed. If these men could be 
replaced by young, vigorous, and intelligent men, 
1 believe that the increase in efficiency would be 
equal to that which would result from the proposed 
increase in number. But if the result cannot be 
accomplished in this way, I assent to the proposed 
inerease, on the ground that according to the evi- 
dence submitted the proper collection of the reve- 
nue requires the efficieuey of the Inspection force to 
be increased in some way. In either ease, I think 
the proper organization of the force requires the 
appointment of at least five Chief Inspectors to 
perform the duties now assigned to ‘staff offl- 
cers,” and of a Captain of the night watch, all at 
salaries of, say, $5 a day, and the appointment of 
two Lieutenants of the night watch at $4 a day, 
to be selected from the present force by the Sur- 
veyor. If their appointments are authorized the 
number of day Inspectors should be reduced by the 
same number. 

APPRAISER’S OFFICE. 


While conceding that the present salary of the 
Appraiser is inadequate, I dissent from the pro- 
posed increase to $8,000 on the ground that it is an 
unnecessarily wide departure from the present 
salary, and more than suflicient to secure a com- 
petent man forthe place. I recommend that the 
salary be fixed at $6,000, an increase of 50 per cent. 
over the present pay. I dissent from the proposal 
to create the office of Assistant Appraiser at $3,500 
a year, in addition to the one proposed at $4,000, 
as unnecessary and notin the line of good crgan- 
ization. Idonot think it will interpose two as- 
sistants of different ranks between the head of the 
office and the chiefs of divisions. [ recommend 
that the office be dropped from the estimate and 
another Deputy Appraiser added at $3,000 a year, 
making the number of deputies seven instead of 
six. I concur in the conclusion of the majority of 
the commission concerning the preseut Appraiser’s 
lack of qualifications. 

NAVAL OFFICH, 

I dissent most strenuously from the proposal to 
abolish the entry clerks in the Naval Office, as in- 
volving radical and extensive changes in the law 
governing the assessment of duties at every port 
in the United States at whieh there is a Naval 
Officer; as degrading the NavelOffice from the po- 
sition which it has held from the foundation of the 
Government as an independent co-ordinate branch 
of the Customs service into a mere auditing office, 
largely dependent upon the Collector for the data 
on whieh to determine the Collector’s ac- 
countability to the Government; as_ break- 
ing up a harmonious, efficient, and  well- 
considered system established by the or- 
ganic Customs act, and as largely increasing 
the risk of fraud and the responsibilities of the 
Collector under his bond. The organic act of 
March 2, 1799, as embodied in sections 2,621, 2,626, 
and 2,869 of the Revised Statutes, requires the Naval 
Officer “to estimate, together with the Collector, 





the duties on ail merchandise subject to duty,” 
(without which estimate no duty shall be received,) 
and ‘“‘to countersign all permits * *. and 
other documents to be granted by the Collector,”’ 
thus recognizing the co-ordinate functions of the 
Naval Officer at the very threshold of the ascertain- 
ment of duties, The Naval Office is now admirably 
organized for the performance of the duties de- 
volved uponit by law. The value of its scrutiny 
is shown by the fact, attested by the records 
of the Naval Office, that of 52 entries 
22,530 were 
for correction. The

172.3% 
passed in the year ending Sept. 30, 1882, 
returned to the Coliector 
changes in estimated duties made by these cor- 


rections amounted to $4,355,447 68, of which 
$3,164,412 68 was due to increases and $1,191,035 
to reductions of the Collector’s estimates. !t 
is manifest to my mind that to leave these errors 
to be corrected on liquidation weeks or months 
afterward would be unwise, and possibly danger- 
ous, while it would add to the expense of the 
liquidation nearly, if not quite, as much as would 
be saved in the entry of the goods. In any event, 
whatever slight saving might be effected would be 
dearly purchased by the destruction of one of the 
most important safeguards of the revenue. 
Nor would any revision of the work 
of the Collector’s entry clerk by other 
clerks in the Colleetor’s office after the 
entries have ween eompleted and the duties 
paid, take the place of the requirement that an in- 
dependent co-ordinate, such as the Naval Officer is, 
should concur with the Collector in his estimate of 
duties before the duties can be paid or the goods 
landed. I therefore recommend that the clerks 
and messengers in the entry division of the Naval 
Office, whose places itis proposed to abolish, be 
retained, and thatthe salary of the chief of tha 
Givision be fixe’i at $2,800, the same as that of the 
other ehiefs o7 division in that office, 


GENERAL CONCLUSIONS, 


Iconcur in the remainder of the organization 
hs age for the various offices of the Custom- 

ouse, on the distinct understanding that it is to 
coverthe entire expenditure for salaries for the 
next fiscal year, and in the belief, founced on per- 
sonal examination of nearly every desk in the 
Custom-house, that the foree provided for ts not 
only ample, but liberal, if properly distributed, and 
if proper discipline and attendance is enforced, to 
meet any reasonable or probable increase in busi- 
ness. ‘there are no greater fluctuations in the 
business of the “ew-York Custom-house than in 
the work of many other offices for which specific 
appropriations are made, and there is no stronger 
reason in its case than in theirs why there should 
be added to the specific appropriation a lump sum 
to meet an unfereseen, but improbable, increase 
in business. The appropriation of such a sum, to 
be expended at discretion, would destroy the limi- 
tations placed on the numbers and salaries of the 
foree, and would defeat the purpose of the provi- 
sion requiring specific estimates {0 be made.

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 


THE CITY’S WORKING STAFF. 
MAYOR GRACE POINTING TO A MUCH- 
NEEDED REFORM. 

Mayor Grace presented to the Soard of Es- 
timate and Apportionment yesterday an instruc- 
tive communication, giving in detail the number 
and pay of the employes of the City Government, 
and showing the remarkable lack of system pre- 
vailing in the various departments. The following 

is a copy of the statement: 


“In my last annual Message to the Board of 
Aldermen [ called attention particularly to the fact 
of how largea part of the anuual appropriation 
was in reality in no respect subject to the control 
of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 
This is notably the case with regard to the salaries 
paid by the City, $5,581,019 91 of che entire sum ap- 
propriated for the current year being definitely 
fixed by law. This ts one of the most important facts 
in the consideration of the condition of our civil 
service. In the Message reterred to I found oc- 
casiontosay: ‘Under existing conditions, aud so 
long as the present methods of appointment are 
permitted to control, I do not see how it is possibte 
for the City to cut down its pay-rolls, fer it isto the 
interest of political parties to keep them as large 
as possible, and our charter and the special laws 
relative to the City are peculiarly conducive to 
the attainment of party and other than of admin- 
istrative successes. Under changed conditions, 
however, which should make ability, character, 
and attainments the highest claims upon office, I 
feel satisfied that, excepting only policemen, fire- 
men, and school teachers, the list of City employes 
might certainly be reduced one-third.’ Ever since 
the early Spring I have made every effort to dis- 
cover where reductions can be effected without 
detriment to the City, and have prosecuted a very 
thorough inquiry into the condition of our civil 
service. Lregret to say that the form in whieh the 
provisional estimates are sent in to us from the 
several departments in too many instances wholly 
fails to supply anything like adequate data to 
enable this board to pass upon the correctness 
of the estimates without going to outside 
sources for information. I regret also that, 
according to the opinion of the Counsel to the 
Corporation, this board has no power over the 
matter of salaries except such as follows incidental- 
ly upon the right to increase or reduce the aggre- 
gate amount asked for for this item by each de- 
partment. I am satisfied, however, that this boara 
should not act without the fullest inquiry and with- 
out a knowledge of the facts much fuller than can 
be had from an examination of the budget, and I[ 
have therefore caused to be prepared by the Com- 
missioners of Accounts an official tabulated state- 
ment of all salaries now paid by the City. Accord- 
ing to the official reports in the City #ecord of Slat 
January, 1882, there were (and examination of the 
last pay-rolls shows that the same holds good at 
the present time) in the service of the City 5,931 
persons, receiving salaries amounting to_$7,511,- 
013 71, notineluding 3,151 persons employed by the 
Board of Education, with salaries aggregating 
$2,718,257 92, and not including temporary clerks 
and day laborers. When those persons whose salaries 
are fixed by law are deducted there only remain 
(and this does not include employes of the Board 
of Education) about 2,076 persons of 45 designa- 
tions over whose salaries, amounting to $1,942,668, 
this board has any control. 

* While such is the case, and far the larger part 
of the expenditure required to be made, and more 
than a majority of the persons employed hold their 
offices and receive their salaries under laws which 
leave us powerless to effeet any remedy or reduc- 
tion, we should not be held responsible, and it is 
next to impossible to bring anything like system 
into our civil service, which, from my personal ex- 
perience, I am satisfied most urgently needs re- 
forming. If the same office rules were applied in 
the service of the City, and its employes selected 
for like reasons as those which govern ina great 
business house, a very large proportion of our civil 
servants might be dispensed with. This can never 
be done, however, go long as more than one-half 
of the persons employed and more than one-half of 
the salaries paid are beyond the eontyrol of the board, 
which has the duty of passing upon the annual 
budget, and while the remainder are employed for 
all sorts of reasons at all possible rates of wages, 
and while there exists absolutely no system by 
which they can be classified either as to the exact 
duties imposed upon them or the amounts of sala- 
ries paid. Among the 5,981 persons employed (ex- 
clusive of those under the Board of Education) 
there are 185 prevailing annuai rates of pay, and 
among the 3,151 employes of the Educational De- 
partment there are 694 annualrates, This is hardly 
credible, and it must he admitted that, while the 
departments which bave the full or partial control 
of these matters make it possible for such a state 
of affairs to exist, we are practically powerless. 
Nevertheless it is our duty to Know the exact 
distribution of this immense force and of the 
moneys disbursed among them more fully than it 
can be learned from tne budget: and I have pre- 
pared tables showing: Fitst, the designation of ail 
officials, the number under each designation, the 
number of rates of pay prevailing in each desig- 
nated class, and the aggregate of salaries paid to 
each class; second, the number of each designated 
class employed in each department, and the num- 
ber of such class in each department at each 
prevailing rate. An examination of the first or 
summarized statement will show, for example, 
that there are in the service of the City 356 clerks 
at 45 prevailing rates, receiving aggregate salaries 
of $484,356; 137 clerks and assistant clerks of courts 
at 16 rates, receiving $894,509; 63 chief clerks, seo- 
retaries, and special clerks at 16 rates, receiving 
173,690; 80 Commissioners xt 6 rates, receiving 
140,500; 249 Inspectors at 19 rates, receiving 
271.468. The entire want of system is shown 
u the fact that among 54 messengers there prevail 
20 rates of wages; among 34 rodmen and chain- 
men, 10 rates: among 80 stenographers, 5 rates; 
among 20 Superintendents, 12 rates; among 54 
watchmen, 15 rates, and among 60 engineers and 
stokers, 21 rates. Among the Principals and teach- 
ers of ward schools, numbering 2,842 persons and 
receiving $2,314,957 92, there prevail 514 rates of 
pay, and 116 janitors et day schools are paid at 91 
rates. * * * Among the worst evils of such a 
lack of system is the Injustice which results from 
the inequality of the salaries paid by the different 
departments for the same services, and the im- 
nossibility of instituting a system of pro- 
motion for merit and preventing the appoint- 
ment in the first instance to the highest 
grade of places. While this lack of system is sauc- 
tioned in whole or in part by the condition of our 
laws our duty is littke more than ministerial, and 
the City eannot be relieved in the first instance 
without the aid of the Legislature. Nevertheless, 
the statements prepared by the Commissioners of 
Accounts at my suggestion should be printed in 
our minutes in order thet we may have them be- 
fore us for such action in those cases which fall 
within our jurisdiction as in our judgment may be 
for the best interests of the City. 

“The history of the Finance Department since 
the present Controller has been at its head shows, 
through the reductions which he has effected, how 
many more persons ‘here may be in an office than 
may actually be required. I should favor the 
establishment, for the purposes of this board, of 
equitable fixed rates foreach class of employes— 
such, for example, as four rates among clerks to 
correspond with the rates prevailing in the great 
national departments—and then ailowing to each 
department an aggregate snfficient to pay a certain 
number of ernployes of each designated class ateach 
fixed rate, decreasing the whole number of per- 
sons for whom such allowance shall be made toa 
number varying from 20 to 30 per cent. less than 
the total number of such persons now employed 
in each department, with such exceptions as may 
be unavoidable, and excepting the Department of 
Edueation, and then requiring the departments to 
get along with the money so anpropriated. The 
result will be a decided gain to the City both in 
the amount of money saved and in the condition 
of the civil service. I would also suggest that this 
board memoralize the Legislature upon this sub- 
ject, and present the draft of such a measure as will 
afford the necessary relief.”

BOARD OF TRADE SUGGESTIONS. 

The Board of Trade and Transportation yes- 
terday adopted seven resolutions for presentation 
to the National Board of Trade at its annual meet- 
ing in Washington next month. These were in 
substance in favor of the éstablishment of a per- 
manent National Railroad Commission to super- 
vise and control common carriers doing an inter- 
State business; the establishment of postal tele- 
graphs and telephones under Government control; 
the adoption of a constitutional amendment per- 


mitting the President to veto special items in the 
annual appropriation bills; protesting against a 
change in the tax on tobacco; favoring the annul- 
ment of the reciprocity treaty with the Sandwich 
Islands, at the expiration of the treaty, because 
its provisions are antagonistio to the rice and sugar 
interests of the country; urging upon Congress the 
necessity of some action to relieve the ocean car- 
rying trade from some of the burdens now resting 
upon it, and the enactment of an equitable and 
uniform bankrupt law. A resolution, offered by 
Mr. A. B. Miller, was adoptedg expressing the 
board’s gratification at the substitution by the 
United States Senate of the Lowell Bankruptcy 
bill for the equity scheme, and urging upon Con- 
gress the necessity of its passage at the earliest 
day practicable.

FOR RAILROAD COMMISSIONER. 

The President and Executive Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce have sent to Governor- 
elect Cleveland the following letter, urging the ap- 
pointment of the Hon, A. B. Hepburn as a member 
of the Railroad Commission: 


Smm: Believing, as we do, that the nomination of 
a Board of Railroad Commissioners, imposed upon 
you by recent legisiation, to be one of the most im- 
portant acts which has devolved upon the Execnu- 
tive of this State, and inasmuch as this Chamber 
has, by no seeking of its own, been called upon to 
perform a responsible duty in reference to this 
commission, we trust we need offer no apology for 
presenting to you some considerations upon this 
important matter. We regard the bill as tentative, 
and believe that experience will demonstrate that 
for its proper working legislative § action 
in-the way of amendment may be neces- 
sary. We believe that the provision in the 
bill which divides the appointing power is 
an unwise inovation, and that the sole resporsibil- 
ity for nominations should rest with the Executive. 
We are of the opinion that a Railroad Commission 
will, if its true functions can be fairly developed, 
prove equally advantageous to the railroads aad to 
the public, and will justify the efforts which this 
Chamber has for years past made in the direction 
of a judicious governmental supervision of rail- 
roads. This Chamber has repeatedly and with 
great unanimity expressed its disapproval of the 
methods by whieh certain privileges of the rail- 
roads have been acquired and certain acts per- 
formed. We do not, however, believe that the 
rights of innocent holders of railroad sevarities and 
properties should be jeopardized by unwise 





lation or an unwise use of the powers and discre- 
tion lodged in the hands of the Railroad Commis- 
sion. We have arrived at the conclusion that the 
success or failure of a Railroad Commission in this 
State depends absolutely upon the ability, charac- 
ter, and wisdom of the men composing such com- 
mission. While it is to be regretted that the three 
commercial bodies to whom was referred the duty 
of recommending to the Governor a candidate for 
the office of Commissioner did not agree upon one 
neme, we think we may fairly claim for this Cham- 
ber that in presenting to you the name of the Hoa. 
A. B. Hepburn for this position we have been infiu- 
enced solely by what we considered the fitness of 
tha men for the place, and we venture to express 
the hope that it may accord with your considerate 
judgment to nominate Mr. Hepburn as a member 
of the board. In conclusion, we beg you to accept 
the assurance of our high consideration and our 
firm belief that the administration of tne high du- 
ties so soon to devolve upon you will merit and re- 
ceive the support of all good men.

CONSIDERING THE ESTIMATES. 
MOTIONS FOR POLICE STATIONS URGED— 
NEEDS OF THE ANNEXED DISTRICT. 

In accordance with law, the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment held a public meeting in 
Mayor Grace’s office yesterday to listen to such 
tax-payeis as had matters to present relative to 
the City budget for next year. Among a large 
number of citizens present were Mayor-elect 
Franklin Edson and a delegation of ladies who 
wished to urge an appropriation for Police ma- 
trons to be stationed in each precinct to care 


for female prisoners and lodgers. The delegation 
consisted of Mrs. Lillie Devereaux Blake, Mrs. 
Beatty, Mrs. Dozier Goss, Mrs. Lozier, Mrs. P. A, 
Brink, and Miss Elizabeth Schoonmaker. Mrs. 
Blake said that statistics showed that the smallest 
number of women in each Police station-house per 
night was five, and from that number ranged up to 
forty. Iv. was true that very many of these were 
degraded women, but even such were entitled to 
some protection. Others were virtuous Wwom- 
en, too poor. to have a home, and 
others were honest women arrested for 
offenses of which they were afterward 
sbown to be innocent. Others were victims of 
street accidents, and were taken to the station- 
houses to await the arrival of ambulances. But in 
no case Was there a woman present to perform 
those offices which can only be properly performed 
forwomen by women. If afemale prisoner was 
taken sick in her cellshe was attended by a man. 
Inthe hundreds of cases where women were ar- 
rested for theft their persons were searched by 
men. It was a disgrace to our civilization that 
this should be the case. Mrs. Blake said that dur- 
ing three months there were 12,000 women given 
lodgings inthe City station-houses against 5,000 
men, while during the same time twice as many 
men as women were arrested forcrime. It wasa 
shame that these women lodgers had no one of 
their own sex to attend to their wants. Mrs. 
Blake urged that two matrons should be placed in 
each precinct, at such a rate of salary as would 
secure the services of good and competent women. 

At the close of Mrs. Blake's argument Judge 
Henry P. McGown, of Harlem, urged the board to 
make provision for an accident hospital in Harlem, 
and then a large number of residents of the an- 
nexed district asked the board to largely increase 
the appropriations for tha Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth Wards. Mr. Randall, of the local 
Improvement Association of those wards, spoke in 
favor of liberal expenditures for roads, parks, 
school-houses, and an increased Police force in the 
annexed district. Henry J. Ford spoke of the ter- 
rible condition of the roads there, and said at least 
$150,000 or $200,000 should be spent on them in- 
stead of the proposed paltry sum of $60,000 or $80,- 
000. 
spending much money onthe 180 miles of roads 
above the Harlem bridge, and Mayor Grace re- 
marked incidentally that the board had felt some 
indisposition to appropriate large sumsf r the an- 
nexed district so long as the Park Commissioners 
(who spent the money) were unorganized, and 
there was no guarantee that the money 
would be properly expended. Judge Ernest Hall 
replied that there had been considerable improve- 
ment this year in the manner of expending appro- 
priations in the annexed district. He hoped, there- 
fore, that the board would not be niggardly in 
making appropriations for that district. Mr. 
Shanahan spoke of the appropriations for the pay- 
ment of Poll Clerks and Inspectors who served at 
the late election. In only 77 out of 688 election dis- 
tricts, he said, were the returns of the canvass 
properly made out, and in his opinion, which he 
thought was backed by the law, the Inspectors and 
Poll Clerks who did not make out the returns prop- 
erly should not be paid. 

A petition was presented by the officers of the 
Twenty-second Regiment asking that $6,000 be ap- 
propriated for making necessary repairs to tho 
armory in West Fourteenth-street, and then Drs. 
A. N. Brockway, J. C. Truax, David C. Cocks, 
James O. Farrington, Malcomb McLean, and Rufus 
.. Wilder, representing the Harlem Medical Asso- 
ciation, urged upon the board the necessity of es- 
tablishing a general hospital in Harlem. The near- 
est hospitals, they said, were on Ninety-ninth- 
street, on the West Side, and at Seventy- 
second-street and Fourth-avenue. Ambulances 
had to travel four or five miles with in- 
jured persons before their wounds could 
be attended to. A hospital centrally located was 
a@ necessity to the 150,000 residents of Harlem. 
When these physicians had etated their case, Con- 
troller Campbell remarked that the boara was 
often blamed for making large appropriations, and 
if there were any tax-payers present who would 
like to favor any reductions in expenditures he 
would be glad to hear them. Not a person ra- 
sponded, and a few moments later the board ad- 
journed. 

To-day the board will listen to the Police Com- 
missioners. On Friday the Commissioners of Char- 
ities and Correction and members of the State 
Board of Charities will be heard, and also the Park 
Commissioners. The Commissioner of Public 
Works will be heard on Saturday.

TRYING TO KEEP OUT OF JAIL. 
THE BROOKLYN ALDERMEN OBTAIN A STAY 
OF PROCEEDINGS. 

Ex-District Attorney Winchester Britton 
appeared before Judge Gilbert, in the Supreme 
Court, Brooklyn, yesterday, and moved tor an 
order staying all proceedings in the case of the 
15 Aldermen who are under sentence of fine and 
imprisonment for contempt of court, until the re- 
mittitur could be returned to the Court of Appeals, 
at Albany, for modification in such a manner 
as to permit the lower court to exercise its discre- 
tion in modifying the sentence of imprisonment. 
Judge Gilbert refused to grant the motion. He 
sald that if the Court of Appeals had desired to 


grant any modification it would have been 
granted when the question of the _legal- 
ity of the sentence was before that tribunal. The 
Judge then handed down the written apology and 
the petition of the Aldermen for leniency, indorsed 
as follows: ‘** Having given the within petition full 
consideration, Lam convineed that itis my plain 
and imperative duty to deny the prayer thereof. 
Accordingly it is denied.”’ During the afternoon, 
and before the Sheriff had effected the arrest of the 
Aldermen in contempt, Mr. Britton obtained a stay 
of proceedings from the General Term on the pa- 
pers already submitted to JudgeGilbert. The or- 
der directing the stay was made returnable at 9 
o’clock this morning. A further appeal may be 
taken to the Court of last resort, and if the 
General Term decision is adverse to the Al- 
dermen and another stay of proceedings is ob- 
tained, pending an appeal from the Gen- 
eral Term to the Court of Appeals, 
it may be a considerabie time before the sentence 
of the court is executed. Aldermen Lepine, Casey, 
Donovan, aud Kane have not paid their fines nor 
withdrawn their appeals; consequently they can- 
not be sent te jail until a decision is reached in 
their cases by the Court of Appeals. Alderman 
Dwyer’s case was, as a matter of fact, the only one 
argued before the Court of Appeals, but when that 
was desided adversely to the defendant, the other 
Aldermen in contempt, with the exception of the 
four whose romes are given above, withdrew their 
appeals and threw themselves on the mercy of the 
court. The Aidermen, with the exception of 
Alderman Doyle, who is lying dangerously ill at 
his house, whose cases have been disposed of by 
Judge Gilbert, were requested by the Sheriff yes- 
terday to appear at his office this afternoon in 
order to be ready to goto jail in case a further 
stay is not granted by the General Term.

SEEKING RELHASHE FROM A WIFE. 
WILLIAM CAMPBELL’S SECOND SUIT FOR 
DIVORCE. 

A motion to compel William Campbell to 
pay temporary alimony and a counsel fee to his 
wife, Annie Louise Campbell, whom he is suing 
to obtain an absolute divorce, was made before 
Judge Lawrence, in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
yesterday. Mr. and Mrs. Campbell have long been 
atenmity. In 1877 the former sued for a divorce, 
but a Referee having revorted in favor of 


Mrs. Campbell, the suit was stopped, and the 
parties to it resumed their relations as husband 
and wife. They quarreled again about a year ago, 
and Campbell, having deserted bis wife in Savan- 
nah, was there arrested and tried forabandonment, 
He defended himself on the ground that his wife 
had committed acts of infidelity to him in the 
company of a well-known lawyer, who is now 
upon the bench of the Superior Court in Chatham 
County, Ga. This action resulted in fayor of Mrs. 
Campbell, and her husband was ordered to provide 
a large annuity tor her support. While the aban- 
donment proceeding was pending Mr. Campbell 
began his present suit, in which he names the 
aforesaid Georgia Judge as Mrs. Campbell’s para- 
mour. At the hearing yesterday, ex-Judge Fuller- 
ton and Mr. E. T. Gardner appeared for the 
motion, and presented an affidavit in which Mrs. 
Campbell averred that her husband is worth $500,- 
000, and that while they lived together he gpent from 
s20,000 to $30,000 a year for household expenses, 
n opposition to this Mr. Campbell swore that his 
income from his business of manufacturing wall 
papers is smail, and his household expenses were 
never more than $50 a week. His counsel also 
read affidavits made by persons who claimed to 
have knowledge of the acts of infidelity alleged to 
have been committed by Mrs. Campbell. Ex-Judge 
Fullertou said that those affidavits were used un- 
successfully in the abandonment trial in Savannah, 
and he obtained from Judge Lawrence an adjourn- 
ment of the hearing to enable him to procure an 
affidavit in contradiction from the Georgia Judge.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, colder, fair weather, 
north-west to south-west winds, and higher ba- 
rometer. 


While it would be obviously absurd to 
expect much in the way of tariff reform from 
the present House Committee on Ways and 
Means, its Chairman, Mr. KELLEY, certain- 
ly ought to be indulged in his desire 
to present such of the schedules 
of the commission as have been 
revised by the committee for discus- 
sion at the earliest possible date. The 
veteran champion of the Pennsylvania idea 
has probably come to the conclusion that a 
revision of the tariff being inevitable, the 
longer it is delayed the more radical it is 
likely to become. The existing uncer- 
tainty about the policy of Congress in 
regard to import duties has a decidedly de- 
pressing effect on the special interests which 
Judge KELLEy and a majority of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means regard with so 
much solicitude. Ten weeks of doubt about 
the conditions on which the iron and steel 


industries of the country are to be conducted 
must needs work more serious harm than 
even.a liberal reduction of protective 
duties. The recommendations of the Tariff 
Commission in regard to iron and steel are 
moderate enough to leave Pennsylvania in 
the present condition of the trade well in- 
trenched against foreign competition, and the 


chance of doing, on a stable basis, such busi- 
ness as offers is evidently to be preferred to 


a hopeless struggle to preserve the dubious 
possibility of a return to the exorbitant profits 
of the past.

The'bill for the reform of the civil service 
made some progress in the Senate yesterday. 
Mr. Hawley made an excellent speech in 


its behalf, sensible, practical, and logical, 


and particularly praiseworthy in the avoid- 
ance of all partisan aliusions. Mr. Locan’s 
amendment, requiring the examizations to 
be such as would test the practical capacity 
of applicants for the work they were in- 
tended to perform, was accepted by Mr. 
PENDLETON, though he very justly remarked 
that that object was provided for in the bill. 
Mr. SHERMAN secured the rejection of the 
provision in the bill fora permanent appro- 
priation, which is not to be regretted. It is 
true that it places it in the power of Con- 
gress to starve the system to death, as it did 
the like system under Gen. GRANT, but no 
Congress in the immediate future will dare 
to do that, and if by misfortune such a Con- 
gress should come into power, the commis- 
sion of such an obvious folly would secure 
‘a prompt change at the hands of the people. 
If the system can only be fairly tried and 
sustained by law, the people will not con- 
"gent to its abandonment.

Nothing can more forcibly demonstrate 
the ineptitude of Congress in the transaction 
of details of public business than the defeat 
of the Congressional Library Building bill 
yesterday. The library has long since out- 
grown its present quarters. A mass of 
books, costing much money, and highly de- 
sirable from many points of view, is piled 
away in garrets and alcoves out of the reach 
of readers and visitors. The principal use 
of the books accessible is for the families 
of Congressmen who read works of fic- 
tion, although a few books of refer- 
ence are consulted by Senators and 
Representatives. Nobody questions the 
imperative necessity of furnishing ade- 
quate room for the Congressional Library. 
For several years past Congress has en- 
deavored to perfect a plan for the erection 
of a suitable building. But it is impossible 
for any agreement to be arrived at. In the 
meantime, the grounds owned by the United 
States and available for building purposes 
have been occupied by order of Congress, 
until no public property desirable as a 
site for a library building is left. The 
House, yesterday, disposed of the subject 
in such a way as to postpone indefinite- 
ly, for all practical purposes, the whole sub- 
ject. It is a great shame that Congress 
should have been permitted to collect a 
costly library which is rendered as useless as 
though it were buried in the wilds of Alaska. 


The attention of tax-payers should be 
directed to Mayor Gracze’s communication 
to the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. It is a document which certainly 
states with moderation some of the most 
objectionable features of the present system 
(or lack of system) of regulating the num- 
bers and pay of City employes. It may be 
said, in fact, that the different departments 
of the City Government have actually no 
system, (so far as the employment of clerks 
and Jaborers is concerned,) except to secure 
aS many servants as possible and to enlarge 
their amount of available patronage in 
every possible direction. There is no clas- 
sification of clerks, no fixed limit to the 
number lawfully to be employed, and no 
determined and equitable rate of compensa- 
tion. Every business man can see how rui- 
nous to any private enterprise so chaotic a 
condition of management as this would be. 
The difficulty in this case is that the politi- 
cians who run the City Government (and 
who contrive to control legislation affecting 
City affairs) are interested in getting out of 
the public Treasury as much money as pos- 
sible for distribution among their followers. 
While professional politicians govern the 
City, economical reforms are impossible. 


END OF THE RAILROAD WAR. 


The contest between the North-western 
railroads has come to an unexpected termi- 
nation. It was evident from the first that a 
community of interests would have to be 
reached either by a combination . to 
maintain rates and to pool the business 
on a new basis or by a practically single 
control of the whole North-western 
system. The former method of composing 
differences was rendered unusually difficult 
by the intrusion of a new element in the 
shape of what were termed territorial rights. 
Heretofore railroad companies have con- 
structed lines wherever they have con- 
sidered it for their interest to do _ 650, 
and when these have come into com- 


petition there has been either a  buy- 
ing up of one by another, a combination 
of interests based on agreement, or a pooling 
of the competitive business. But in this 
case, for the first time, a claim was advanced 
to exclusive possession of a certain territory. 
An agreement sustaining such a position 
would certainly be a most effectual means of 
checking competition so far and so long as it 
was operative. 


The war which has been waged by these 


North-western roads had more than a single 
motive, but the contention on which it was 
chiefly based was that of the Omaha line, 
that the Milwaukee and St. Paul should 
cease its invasion of territory claimed by the 


former. Foraclear understanding of the 


case it is necessary to make a brief restate- 
ment of the situation. The Chicago and 
North-western and the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul for alongtime peaceably divid- 


ed the business between Chicago and the Wis- 
consin and Minnesotaregion. The construc- 


tion of the Minneapolis and St. Louis Road 
led to the invasion of Southern Minnesota 
by the Rock Island. The St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis and Omaha had a connection with 


Chicago by the North-western, but it occu- 


pied a field largely its own transverse to the 
general direction of that line. It pushed 
its connections easterly into the timber re- 
gion of Wisconsin and westerly through Iowa 
and into the prairies of Nebraska and Kan- 
sas, and built up an extensive and profitable 
lumber business. Latterly the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul has been pushing its way into com- 
petition with the Omaha system and striving 
for a part of this lumber traffic. It first 
acquired the Southern Minnesota, and then 
proceeded to build across lowa to Sioux City 
and Council Bluffs. This was followed by 
the acquisition of connections up the Chip- 
pewa and Wisconsin valleys into the pine 
regions. This invasion of territory claimed 
by the Omaha as its own was resented, and 
at the first opportunity resisted. 

The desire of the Omaha to check the 
aggressive propensities of the St. Paul and 
put an end to its extension of lines and 
branches and the desire of the Rock Island 
to secure a better footing in the North-west- 
ern combinaticn led to the outbro2k of hos- 
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tilities. These two lines have supported 
each other, while the North-western has 
played the part of a mediator. The lat- 
ter was opposed to the general idea of 
exclusive territorial rights, but it had a con- 
nection with the Omaha system very useful 
to itself, which made it active in trying to 
bring about some general arrangement which 
should be satisfactory to all parties. This, 
it was supposed, would consist of an under- 
standing that there should be no further ex- 
tension of lines by any of the contestants 
into territory claimed by any of the others 
as exclusively its own, that rates shall be 
sustained by all alike, and that competing 
traffic shall be distributed on a basis to be 
agreed upon. 

This was the outcome which was looked 
for and which until last night seemed likely 
to be reached. But it suddenly transpired 
that the work of the conference had come 
to an end, and that the only apparent result 
was an agreement for an immediate restora- 
tion of rates.) There is no concession of 
exclusive territorial rights and no ar- 
rangement for pooling business. But 
behind this appearance of a _ barren 
tesult of the fight is the undoubt- 
ed fact that the complication has been used 
to force the whole North-western system 
under a single control of which Mr. Van- 
DERBILT is the ruling spirit. The Chicago 
and North-western and the St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis and Omaha will henceforth be oper- 
ated asa single line, and will in all proba- 
bility be actually consolidated and made 
part of the Vanderbilt system. The Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul is left for 
the time being to its own devices in 
the matter of putting out branches and mak- 
ing connections in whatever territory it may 
find convenient or profitable, but there are 
symptoms that its stock has been changing 
hands with unusual rapidity and it may be- 
come part of the combiration. In that case 
the Rock Island will be left to its own field, 
with such hold upon business to the north 
of its main line as it can secure by its own 
efforts. 

The result is that an end is put to compe- 
tition in this North-western business by a 
virtual combination of the rival lines under 
a single control instead of an agreement 
among them for a division of business and 
a limitation of local dominion. So far as 
the public is concerned it makes 
little difference whether this object is 
reached by one method or another. 
There is no doubt that competition, if it 
can be made healthy and effective and not 
spasmodic and destructive, is for the inter- 
est of the public. It is equally certain that 
so long as it is subject to no regulation it is 
likely to prove at any moment hostile to the 
interests of the railroads. While such is the 
case, there is no cause for wonder in the 
efforts of railroad managers to put a 
stop to it when they begin to feel its 
disastrous effects. They are working for 
the promotion of their own interests, and in 
so doing will disregard all others as long as 
they are permitted to doso. But the ques- 
tions which they decide for themselves 
ought to be settled by a tribunal which 
would take account of all the interests in- 
volved. A general suggestion which springs 
from these railroad wars is that in any at- 
tempt that may hereafter be made to regu- 
late charges it will be found of even greater 
importance to fix a minimum than a max- 
imum rate. 


THE TREASURY RESERVE. 

The condition of the so-called ‘‘ Treasury 
reserve’’ and the method of computing it 
are of special interest in the present state of 
the money market and of the Treasury. On 
these points the report of the Treasurer of 
the United States gives some important in- 
formation. It is assumed in the Treasury 
calculations that a reserve of about 40 per 
cent. is required in prudent banking opera- 
tions, and that the Treasury should, there- 
fore, maintain the same ratio of assets to 
liabilities. Granting the correctness of both 
these assumptions, the Treasurer’s figures 
show that the strength of the Treasury re- 
serve, though nominally only about 40 per 
cent., is really very much greater. In com- 
puting thereserve the Treasury deducts from 
the gross assets a sufficient amount of cash 


to meet all of the demand liabilities other 
than United States notes; the remainder is 


assumed to be the reserve for the redemp- 


tion of the greenbacks. It is the aim of the 
department to maintain this reserve at about 
$140,000,000, which is a little more than 40 
per cent. of the $346,681,016 of outstanding 
United States notes. The reserve, therefore, 
is not merely 40 per cent. of the greenbacks, 
but also 100 per cent. of all its other de- 
mand liabilities. Of course, no bank, how- 
ever strong it might be, could attempt to 
maintain such a reserve as this and continue 
to pay dividends. 

A reference to the statements of the Treas- 
ury will show how the present system 
works. On the 1st of November the cash 


assets of the Government were $327,780, - 
427 17. Of this amount $86,825,720 is held 


by the Government for the redemption of 


gold certificates, silver certificates, and 
Clearing-house certificates. These certifi- 
cates stand on a footing somewhat different 
from any other obligations of the Govern- 


ment. They are issued merely for purposes 
of convenience, to save the public the risk 
and labor of handling the coin and notes 
which they represent, and not with the ob- 


ject of increasing the aggregate circulation. 
Sound policy requires that the moneys 
against which they are issued should remain 
unused in the Treasury. Deducting the 
amount held for these purposes, there re- 
mains $240,954,707 17 in cash to meet $452,- 
484,084 18 in demand liabilities, of which 
$846,681,016 consists of United States notes 
and $105,803,018 18 of other obligations. 
If the latter amount be set aside in the same 
way as are the funds held for the redemp- 
tion of the coin and currency certificates, 
there will remain as a reserve for the re- 
demption of United States“notes $135,151, - 
688 99. On this basis the reserve is only 39 
per cent. 

If, however, the ratio of the total cash to 
the total liabilities be computed, (always ex- 
cluding the certificates from both sides of the 
account,) the percentage is more than 52. 
‘‘Were the 40 per cent. reserve which it is 
deemed necessary to maintain,’’ the Treas- 
urer says, ‘computed on the latter basis, the 
amount now held would be $59,961,093 50 
in excess of the required amount.’’ It 
is with no intention of advocat- 
ing a oweekening of the present 


reserve, but rather to show the real strength 
of the Treasury and the conservative course 
which its officers have pursued, that we pre- 
sent an analysis of the items making up the 
so-called ‘‘current liabilities’ of the Gov- 
ernment. Chief of these are the balances 
held to the credit of disbursing officers of 
the Government, amounting to more than 
$28,000,000. It is only in a technical, book- 
keeping sense that these balances are liabili- 
ties. They are simply moneys advanced by 
the Government for purposes of convenience 
to its own officers, to be used by them in 
making payments to public creditors. They 
are advanced in large sums, some time in 
advance of their being needed; they still 
belong to the Government, being only trans- 
ferred from one account to another, and 
they can be drawn out only at a certain rate, 
which can be easily calculated. The great 
bulk of them is a constant item, continually 
made good by fresh advances from the gen- 
eral fund. It is only by a stretch of caution 
that they can be considered liabilities requir- 
ing to be protected as a reserve. Of the 
same nature is the balance of more than 
$6,800,000 belonging to the Post Office De- 
partment. This is a part of the public funds 
in the Treasury to the Treasurer’s credit, 
but in a separate account. If the postal 
revenues were deposited in the Treasury in 
ithe same manner as the other revenues, as 
we think they should be, they could never 
figure as a liability. The items of old debt, 
matured debt, interest due and unpaid, and 
outstanding drafts and checks are repre- 
sented by obligations which are widely scat- 
tered, and, as the Treasurer said in his re- 
port for 1881, ‘‘ could not be presented in 
any large amount without the simultaneous 
action of many persons, which experience 
shows is impossible.’? A very small per- 
centage of reserve would be sufficient to 
protect liabilities of this nature. 


The remainder of the liabilities consists 
of the 5 per cent. redemption fund of national 
banks and the funds held for the redemption 
of notes of national banks which have failed, 
gone into voluntary liquidation, or made 
deposits of lawful money for the retirement 
of a part of their circulation. The 5 per 
cent. fund amounts to $14,471,000, and is 
held for the redemption of the entire bank 
circulation. It has been entirely drawn out at 
periods when redemptions were active, and 
may be again. Good policy requires it to 
be kept intact by the Government. The 
fund for the redemption of notes of 
failed, liquidating, and reducing banks pre- 
sents other considerations. It amounts to 
more than $38,000,000, and represents a like 
amount of outstanding notes which the banks 
have surrendered. These notes will never 
in any contingency be presented for redemp- 
tion more rapidly than the United States 
notes. If a 40 per cent. reserve is suffi- 
cient for the United States notes, it is suffi- 
cient for them, if we regard only the amount 
required to insure their prompt re- 
demption. The question whether these 
funds may properly be used by the 
Government has often been raised, 
but quite unnecessarily. As we have shown, 
the Government holds more than $185,000, - 
000 over and above the amount to the credit 
of these special funds. No question as to 
the use of these funds can arise until the 
$135,000,000 in surplus cash is exhausted, 
a contingency which we may safely say will 
never occur. The only question is whether, 
in speaking of the strength of the Treasury, 
we shall use the ratio which the surplus 
bears to the United States notes, or the ratio 
which the entire cash bears to the entire lia- 
bilities. 

‘It is manifest from this analysis of its 
liabilities that the Treasury is much stronger 
than would be indicated by the bare state- 
ment that it maintains a 40 per cent. reserve. 
Whether that reserve can safely be reduced 
is another matter. 


THE FRENCH IN MADAGASOAR. 


The presence in Europe of the envoys of 
her Most Gracious and Christian Majesty of 
Madagascar has set the newspapers of 
France and England snarling at each other, 
and their quarrel is, in some respects, like a 
falling out among thieves. France covets 
the great island of Madagascar, and the 
envoys were sent to take counsel with 
her and try to moderate her pretensions. 
The French Premier insulted them, an at- 
taché of the Foreign Office hauled down 
their flag at their hotel, and they hurriedly 
left Paris for England to seek aid and com- 
fort in the realm of their sovereign’s great 
and good friend Vicrorra. On their ar- 
rival the English press, taking its cue from 
Lord GRANVILLE, though in the warmth of 
its language far transcending the limits 
of diplomatic reserve, said, in effect, that 
France was becoming the chief oppressor of 
weak nationalities; that she had a mania for 
“suddenly seizing upon her neighbors,” 
and that it was infamous for her to violate 
her pledges and treat the people of Mada- 


gascar so harshly. Thereupon the Journal 
des Débats asks why the English should 


trouble themselves about ‘‘supposed Freneh 


designs on Madagascar,’ when it is well 
known that Frenchmen never have inter- 
fered to protect Boers or Afghans against 
English aggression, and the Yemps recalls 
with sarcastic comment sundry English 
intrigues in the East, The Queen yesterday 
gave an audience to the Malagassy envoys, 
and there are Signs that the question has be- 
come the subject of inquiry and correspond- 
ence between the two Governments. 

France has no doubt fixed a selfish and 
acquisitive eye on Madagascar, but England 
is not? so blameless that she can decently 
ery ‘‘hands off’? to her neighbor. It 
is quite true, however, that while an in. 
satiable earth-hunger and a desire to be al- 
ways founding new commercial colonies 
spur England on in an ancient, fixed, and 
systematic policy of conquest, France be- 
haves as if she had, indeed, been suddenly 
seized with a mania for pouncing on her 
neighbors. She has not England’s motive for 
founding colonies, for her population, aside 
from immigration, is stationary. Algeria is a 
burden to her, yet she has just plucked Tu- 
nis out of the hands of its Beys and its suze- 
rain, the Sultan. Ds Brazza, who won 
the heart and some of the territory of King 
Maxoxo by waving the tri-color be- 
fore his wondering eyes, is a hero 
in the eyes of Frenchmen, and the 
Government, having ratified his treaty, will 
send a gun-boat up the Congo to guard the 
new possession on Stanley Pool. On the. 
east coast of Africa the astonishing M. So- 


LEILLET has annexed the Gulf of Tajourah, 
and, according to his own story, has built 
a wall around it. Still further east, 
Tonquin has become a subject of hot dispute 
between the French and Chinese Govern- 
ments, and the cable tells us that M. 
Doc erc will ask the Chambers for a credit 
of 9,000,000f. for an expedition to Tonquin. 
The trouble in Madagascar belongs to the 
same series. There, asin Tunis and Ton- 
quin, the ‘prancing proconsul’’ has been 
stirring up strife, and France wiil soon send 
a gun-boat to make a ‘‘treaty’’ with the 
‘Queen of the Hovas. 


For two hundred years France has longed 
to possess Madagascar. Often foiled before, 
she has now gone about the work of prepar- 
ing for annexation with a degree of earnest- 
ness which bodes ill for the independence 
of theisland. Hitherto no European State 
has ever gained a title to any part of it. 
Last August French residents complained to 
M. Bavnpais, their Consul and the Roustan 
of this affair, that they were treated unfair- 
ly, and that the Government of the 
ruling tribe, the Hovas, was unfriendly 
to French influence. This was the begin- 
ning of the intrigue. France demanded the 
right to buy a strip of coast on the north- 
west side of the island. Her representatives 
were told that the law of the island forbade 
the sale of territory to foreigners, and the 
envoys were sent to Europe on a “ visit of 
friendly negotiation with foreign Courts.” 
In Paris the envoys were rudely treated, 
and were finally compelled to break off all 
intercourse with the Government on account 
of the presentation of an ultimatum in which 
France demanded that the Queen should 
recognize a French protectorate of the north- 
west coast, and agree to lease land to for- 
eigners for 99 years. It is now said that the 
Government will enforce these demands. 

Madagascar is a very important island. It 
is larger than France itself, being 1,000 
miles long and 850 miles broad. It has 
2,000,000 inhabitants, and they are noted 
as being the only black people who 
show a capacity for progress. The Hovas 
have gradually become the dominant tribe, 
and among them Protestant missionaries, 
including several Americans, have met with 
gratifying success. The present Queen was 
baptized in 1869, and gave proof of the sin- 
cerity of her conversion by ordering all the 
idols burned. The richness of the natural 
products of the island make it a tempt- 
ing prize for the Gallic  freeboot- 
ers. It is in just such quarters 
of the world that France’ can 
most profitably carry out the policy so 
ardently defended by M. Wapprneton of 
compensating herself in Africa and elee- 
where for her loss of territory and power 
in Europe. The Republique Frungaise de- 
clares that France can never become a great 
colonizer. ‘‘ Never shall we repair the un- 
happy loss of the Indies, of Canada, and of 
that Louisiana which a BoNAPARTE sold 
without even consulting his Corps Legisla- 
tif. But let us carefully preserve what we 
have got, enlarging our possessions if op- 
portunity offers, as in Madagascar and Ton- 
quin.’’ This frankness is commendable. 
But France administers her conquests badly, 
and it is to be feared that neither the people 
of Madagascar nor herself will be benefited 
by this new enlargement of her possessions. 





TWO METHODS. 

Two methods of treating burglars were 
recently illustrated in New-York and Brook- 
lyn, and as each was completely successful, 
the question which of the two is the better 
method is as undecided as ever. 

A few nights ago a Brooklyn young lady 
began, in the seclusion of her room, the 
mysterious feminine process of going to 
bed. The room was quite dark, and the 
young lady was in the act of stooping down 
to place a shawl on a chair, when her hand 
came in contact with the head of a man 
who, apparently, had attempted to con- 
ceal himself under the bed. With 
great presence of mind she made 
a study of the invisible head _ until 
she was able to ascertain that it 
was covered with curling hair. Knowing 
that her brother’s hair was straight, she at 
once decided that the unknown head could 
not belong to that reckless small-boy, who, 
in his sister’sfestimation, seems to be entirely 
capable of playing practical jokes. There 
could be no doubt that there was a strange 
man, presumably a burglar, in the room, and 
the young lady at once rose to the full 
height of the situation. Grasping the burg- 
lar’s hair with one hand, she choked him 
with the other hand and simultaneously 
called for help. When help arrived, the 
burglar was arrested, but it is intimated that 
he was nearly at his last gasp, and in the 
course of a few more minutes would have 
been strangled by his heroic captor. 


The bravery of the Brooklyn young lady 
demands our respect. Few of her sex 
would have acted with anything like her 
courage and coolness. The average young 
lady, on discovering a strange masculine 


head in her room, would have screamed 


loudly and then tried to frighten the burglar 


by fainting away. The result would have 
been that the burglar would have seized her 
jewelry and fled before the avenging father 
and brothers could have arrived. The 


Brooklyn young lady, on the contrary, 


proved herself at least the equal of any 
policeman in the promptness and skill with 
which she seized and held her burglar, and 
that she did not pound him with a ‘‘ locust’? 


was unquestionably due to the fact that she 
had no “‘locust”’ at hand. 

On Saturday night last Miss Liypa Giz- 
BEkT, the well-known prison reformer, tried 
a totally different method with burglars. 
Miss GILBERT was sleeping peacefully when 
she was awakened by the entrance of a 
burglar, who climbed in at the window and 
proceeded to take possession of Miss GiL- 
BERT’s watch. When the man’s back was 
turned Miss GILBERT ‘‘ slid out of bed’’—to 
quote her own words—and touching him 
gently on the shoulder informed him that he 
was robbing a friend. As he was nota 
Wall-street operator, this remark made an 
impression upon the burglar, and on being 
informed of Miss GILBERT'S name and 
philanthropic profession he at once begged 
her pardon, and offered to withdraw. 
Being, however, a courteous and genial 
burglar, he finally acceded to Miss GILBERT'S 
request that he would sit down and engage 
in conversation, and in the course of the 
next half-hour he told his charming enter- 
tainer his whole history. or at any rate a 





story to that effect. When at last he took 


his leave he carried with him a basket filled 
with material for an excellent Sunday din- 
ner, together with a five-dollar bill and the 
benevolent wishes of his generous friend. 
Although Miss Gr.sBert has since called at 
the house where he said he lived, she has 
been unable to find him, and she explains 
her disappointment by supposing that she 
made a mistake in the number of the house. 

In comparing these two methods of treat- 
ing burglars, it becomes evident that Miss 
GILBERT’s plan is much more likely to be 
popular among the profession than is the 
Brooklyn plan. In the latter no provision 
whatever is made for the comfort of the 
burglar, and though circumstances can be 
conceived in which it might be a pleasure to 
be partially choked by a Brooklyn girl, it is 
improbable that any burglar detected in the 
commission of burglary will ever be choked 
in a really affectionate way. On the other 
hand, Miss GiiBerRt’s method will be 
hailed with enthusiasm by every intelligent 
burglar. What burglar is there with stomach 
and pocket so full that he would be unwilling 
to call at Miss GiLBER?T’s room for a basket- 
ful of provisions, including ‘‘two roast 
ducks” and a five-dollar bill. And when it 
is understood that burglars calling for Miss 
GILBERT’s ducks and bills are expected to 
climb in at the back window instead of 
walking up the front steps, and thus leading 
the Police to look upon them as suspicious 
house-owners needing to be clubbed on their 
own thresholds, Miss GiLBERT’s invitations 
to midnight receptions will be responded to 
by every burglar who is not actually rolling 
in wealth. 


It must be remembered, too, that in addi- 
tion to provisions and money Miss GILBERT 
offers to visiting burglars the honor, pleas- 
ure, and profit of a half-hour’s conversation. 
No burglar of an esthetic turn of mind, or 
with a desire for intellectual improvement, 
can slight such an opportunity. Miss Gr- 
BERT’s method cannot fail to fill her house 
with burglars desirous of conversation and 
sympathy, and it is to be feared that unless 
she takes her rest in the day-time she will 
soon find herself suffering for lack of sleep, 

If, however, the convenience of burglars 


is not to be exclusively consulted, Miss Gr1- 


BERT’sS plan will hardly become popular 
with householders. It is one thing to treat 
a criminal kindly and another to keep open 
house and free lunch for burglars in the 
small hours of the night, and there are very 
few ladies who will be willing to imitate 
Miss GILBERT, however much they may ad- 
mire her coolness and respect her motives. 





Mr. GLapsToNE starts off upon his sec- 
ond half-century of public service under a 
kindly storm of congratulations and good 
wishes from all the world, good Tories 
alone excepted, and with a six-column retro- 
spect of his career in the London Times to 
illuminate his future pathway with the light 
of experience. His political birthday arrives 
at a fortunate moment. He was never so 
powerful with the country, and amid the 
loud and general plaudits none but the most 
reckless of his enemies dare mar the joy of 
the occasion by discordant allusions to his 
faults. In the years of his _ latest 
and greatest achievements Mr. Gunap- 
STONE has made no _ great mistakes 
and few little ones. That is one reason 
why the Conservatives so cordially dislike 
him. And when by chance he gets into a 
bad corner, his good luck and unrivaled 
power of skillful extrication turn defeat into 
victory in a way which demoralizes and dis- 
heartens his adversaries. Not even the as- 
sault upon Egypt has made a visible stain 
upon his reputation as a statesman of fixed 
moral principle and the highest purposes, 
and those who cavil at him as a sentimental- 
ist are instantly confounded by the recital 
of his deeds of lasting beneficence in Ireland. 
Hard and practical statesmanship, unmixed 
with humane and sympathetic qualities, 
would never have sufficed for the work he 
had to do. But, after all, nothing in him 
gives him such power and greatness as his 
recognition of the fact that the future is not 
to be a dull repetition of the past. 
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The fact becomes daily more and more appar- 
ent that there are too many persons who can make 
set orations in the Distriet Attorney’s office, and too 
few who are willing tosettle down to hard work at 
the law. It is time for Mr. McKzon to see to it 
that his subordinates make themselves well enough 
acquainted with the Code of Criminal Procedure 
and the Penal Code‘to be able to meet the ordi- 
nary criminal lawyers on issues raised under those 
statements of the law. A great many such issues 
are raised in Police court cases, and are taken into 
Sapreme Court, Chambers, for determination. In 
nearly all of them the subordinates of the District 
Attorney appear at a disadvantage. They are 
either unable or unwilling to discuss the matters, 
and the now well-known formula used by each of 
them in addressing the Judgeis: “If your Honor 
please, the papers in this case have just been put 
intu my hands, and 1 have not had ‘time to eare- 
fully consider them. I am willing to present to the 
court the case as it stands, and rely upon your 
Honor to dispose of it as justice seems to 
you to require.”” Any messenger boy could do as 
much. The burden is thus put upon the Chambers 
Judge of doing the work the District Attorney’s 
assistants shou!d have done, or of taking the au- 
thorities presented by the opposing lawyers and de- 
ciding the cases upon them. The press of business 
upon him usually compels him to follow the latter 
course. Astriking result of this system is the re- 
cent decision of Judge LawRENCcE denying that the 
Poliee Justices have the power to exact bonds for 
future good behavior from persons convicted of 
more disorderly conduct. The case was presented 
to Judge LawzEnceE without argument; the Assist- 
ant District Attorney referred him to no authori- 
ties, but left him to consult references given him 


by the other side. His decision having threatened 
to cause a general jail delivery, he is now com- 
pelled to take it up for reconsideration under the 
light of new information. There are two things 
that District Attorney McKzron should impress 
upon his subordinates. First, that the ;provisions 
of the Code of Criminal Procedure and the Penal 
Code are yet novel to Supreme Court Judges as 
well as to them; and, secondly, that it is their duty 
to give the court all the assistance they can toward 
a proper construction of those provisions. Mr. Mc 
Keon doubtless knows that a river is never higher 
than its source, and his long experience ought to 
have taught him that the opinion of a Judge is 
rarely better than the brief of the successful party 
in the action. 

On Jan. 13, 1879, there appeared in these 
columns an exposé of the iniquitous convict 
system of Georgia. The facts upon which it 
was based were furnished by Col. Auston, of At- 
lanta, one of the best and truest men in the South. 
Two months later, on the 13th of March, 1879, it be- 
came necessary to record that Col. Aston, because 
of his efforts in behalf of the convicts, had been 
shot down, killed in cold blood, by Capt. ‘‘Ep” 
Cox, a Democratic politician and bully. There was 
the usual ‘‘indignation’” among ‘‘the best citizens 
of the State,” and there was much talk of lynching. 
Cox. In the end, however, he was sentenced to 
imprisonment for life, certainly most merciful pun- 
ishment for such a crime. Yesterday, again om 
the 12th of the month. by the way. it was 


officially announced that Gov. Srerneys had par~ 
doned Capt. Cox. With the details of the shooting 
fresh in mind this aetion of the Governor is almost 
beyond belief. The murder was fone of the most 
cold blooded in ali the black criminal record of the 
South. Briefly told, Col. Austow had a power of 
attorney from the then United States Senator 
Gorpon to sell an interest in the convict lease 
which Gorpon held under the wicked prison 
system of his State. “Ep” Cox, a noted 
Demoeratic politician, who was already a sub- 
lessee under Gorpon, desired that the lease 
be sold to a partner of his. Atston refused to 
comply with his wishes on the ground that he 
treated the convicts with cruelty. Upon this Cox 
publicly threatened to kill Auston, but the latter, 
a brave man, carried out his very proper intention, 
and sold the lease to another man. Shortly after 
this Cox met Atstow in the State-house at At- 
lanta, and followed him to the State Treasurer's 
office. “High words followed”—the usual pre-« 
lude to a Georgia murder—and in a twink. 
ling, before the chief officers of tha 
State, Cox shot Atston to death. it is 
this murder which Gov. STEPHENS has just con- 
doned. With the announcement of the pardon 
comes the statement that Mrs. Cox, the wife of 
the murderer, “received the congratulations of 
her friends, and was honored with a serenade,” 
but of the widow and orphans of the dead Atstox 
there is no mention. It would be interesting to 
know upon what ground Gov. STEPHENS justifies 
his pardon. . 

From the annual report of the Supervising 
Inspector-General of Steam Vessels, Mr. Dumonp, 
there is obtained much interesting and instructive, 
information regarding the loss of life and property: 
through accidents to that class of carriers. During 
the fiscal year the total number of accidents re- 
sulting in loss of life was: From direct collisions, 
16; explosions, 15; fires, 7; “snags, wrecks, and 
sinking,” 3, making a total of 41. The num- 
ber of lives lost was: By explosions, 53; by, 
fire, 60; by collisions, 34; by accidental drown< 
ing, 46; by miscellaneous casualties, 6, and 
by “snags, wrecks, and sinking,” 6. The 
total number of persons carried during the 
year, including officers and crews, was 354,070,447, 
showing that the loss of life was only 1 to every 
1,727,172 persons carried. During the year 1851, 
the year previous to the enactment of the steam< 
boat laws, of which those now in force are codifi< 
cations, 39,000,000 passengers were carried and 700 
lives lost, being 1 life in every 55,714 passen-' 
gers carried. These figures are cited in proof of 
the excellence of the present system of inspecting 
steam vessels. That they show a marked im< 
provement since 1851 is, of course, not to bq 
denied, but they are very far from proving that 
the system is as perfect or the officers engaged 
under it as efficient and faitnful as they should be.

The supporters of woman suffrage in thi 
State are again preparing to attack the Legislature, 
They have printed and sent to all the memberx 
elect the opinion of the Attorney-General which 
was deiivered against the constitutionality of thei 
bill last Winter, together with comments upon the 
opinion by the autnor of the bill, Mr. Hamrtroy 
Wititcox. As the opizion of the Attorney-General 
was chiefly instrumental in defeating the measure, 
these comments are of more than erdinarg intex 
est. Mr. Wriicox holds that persons not specified 
by the Constitution as entitied to vote, nor express< 
ly prohibited from so doing, are not prevented by 
the mere omission to specify them, but by election 
statutes forbidding Inspectors to receive voted 
from them, and these statutes, of course, the Legis< 
lature can repeal. It!is argued, further, that, as the 
custom has always been torefuse votes from unspe« 
cified persons, the object of constitutional specifica- 
tions has not been to shut out those whom practice, 
already excluded, but to protect specified persons 
against exclusion. It is shown that the opinion ig- 
nores these vital features and that it assumes that 
the mere omission from the Constitution ef any 
words protecting any class from disfranchisement 
debars the Legislature from extending such prox 
tection, and that it also assumes, without reason, 
that this rule has had no exception. In support of 
the argument there are cited repeated decisions of, 
the Court of Appeals that the Legislature can do! 
anything which the Constitution does not expressly: 
forbid, and it is shown that the Constitution does 
not prohibit the Legislature from protecting un<« 
specified persons from disfranchisement nor forbid 
such persons to vote; that a mere omission is not 
an express prohibition, and that in case of reason- 
able doubt the courts hold statutes constitutional. 
Mr. Writcox also calls attention to the fact that 
suffrage has never been extended in this State 
by constitutional amendment voted upon 
at the polls, and that the Legislature 
has repeatedly and unquestioned exercised the, 
power which the opinion says does not exist. In) 
proof of this reference is made to the extension of 
town meeting suftrage to non-freeholders by the 
Legislature of 1787, the extension to the same clasa 
of suffrage in choosing constitutional conventiong 
in 1801 and 1821. and in calling the convention and 
ratifying its work the latter year—all with the as+ 
sent of Chancellors Livryeston and Kexrt, Chief< 
Justice Jay and all the Judges—the admission of 
Indians to vote at town meetings in 1813 and since, 
the authorizing of aliens in 1843 to vote at schoo 
elections, the empowering of all tax-payers in 1869 
and later to vote at various special elections, ang 
the admission of women in 1880 to vote at school 
elections, none of these persons being either pro< 
tected or debarred by the Constitution. In conclux 
sion it is acknowledged by Mr. Witcox that if the 
New-York Constitution like that of Massachusetts 
provided that “no others but those mentione 
shall vote” the opinion would be correct.

(WHAT WILL THEY DO WITH THEIR 
NEW FOWLER? 
BEMINISCENCES OF THE DEMOCRACY WHEN 
IT FORMERLY CONTROLLED THE GOV- 
ERNMENT OF THIS STATE. 


AxBany, Dec. 11.—Three weeks from to- 


day the Democratic Party, for the second time 
In nearly 30 years, will come into full posses- 
sion of the legislative power of the State Gov- 
ernment—having the Governor and a good 
working majority in both branches of the 
Legislature, Although this result was brought 
about at the late election, as it was when it oc- 
curred before in 1870, by dissensions in the 
ranks of the Republican Party, yet it is fair to 
presume that a majority of the voters who 
tided in producing it are expecting, or at least 
Q@re hoping, that the change will be for the 
better, and will show that the people have 
made an advance step in good government. 
The Democratic Party, at all events, does not 
hesitate to claim it as a great moral victory as 
well asa certain guarantee of legislative and 
administrative reform. But the Democratic 
Party, during the last 20 years of its career, 
has been a ‘‘ Bourbon” party; if it has 
learned anything in that time it has learned it 
very slowly. Whether it has accumulated 
any knowledge or wisdom during the 10 years 
it has been out of power in this Stateis a 
matter of hope or conjecture rather 


than oof fact, and is certainly not 
to be taken on trust as a guarantee 
of any reforms that the party may promise for 
the future. Itis as true now as it was in the 
days of Patrick Henry, that ‘‘the only wav to 
‘he ge of the future 1s by the past,” and judg- 
ng the Democratic Party of this State by the 
past is not calculated to inspire the public 
mind with any very confident hopes of reform 
arising from its renewed accession to power. 
When this party last came in full possession of 
the State Government, in 1870, it had been 17 
years out of power—ample time, one would 
puppose, to have imbibed all the useful 
lessons that are to be learned from 
adversity. The Democratic press and the 
party leaders were jubilant over their advent 
to power then, as they are now, and full of 
eae of the reforms they were going to 

ring about in the interest of the people. Then, 
as now, they hailed their temporary victory as 
the beginning of the ‘reaction’ that was to 
sweep the ** Radicals,” as they termed the Re- 
publicans, out of power forever. Then, as now, 
they were fully convinced that it wus the pre- 
cursor of a great political revolution that was 
to land a Democrat two years later in the 
White House, and place the Democratic Party 
in control of the national Government. Jokn 
T. Hoffman was then Goverror of the State, 
and was as sure of being the next President as 
many sanguine Democrats think Grover 
Cleveland is now. Hoffman shared, to its 
fullest extent, the high hopes of the 
Democratic leaders, and was not behind them 
in promises of reforms that were to flow from 
the restoration of the Democracy to power. 
Three days after the November election of 1869 
he made a speech from the steps of the Execu- 
tive Mansion in this city, in response to a sere- 
nade of the Jackson Club, in which he used the 
following language: 

“*I notice that most of the Radical papers in 
New-York and Albany are asking, ‘What will we 
do with it? that is, with the victory. I am hardly 
disposed to tell them quite yet: I prefer to give 
them a little time to digest the returns, and when 
they are fully digested we propose to give them 
some information as to what we will do with it. 
In my observations I have found that knowledge 
suddenly acquired is never very profitable. But I 
will tell them in general terms one or two 
things we propose to do. We propose to 
take the Legislature of the State of New-York 
honest, and that is what they have not done in 
pome time. We propose to use the Legislature for 
the purpose of promoting the interests of the mass 
of the porole and not the interests of the few, 
which the Radicals have not done ina long time. 
The Evening Journal has stated that for many 

ears there have been a few menin the Republican 
Pegislatures that could be bought. We will show 
them that in a Democratic Legislature there will 
be none of that kind. We propose to give to the 
people of the State of New-York all over the right 
of self-government. We propose to abolish such 
laws as infringe upon the rights of localities and 
secure to them the right to govern themselves.” 

These promises of Gov. Hoffman to rectify 
abuses (the same abuses that are complained 
of to-day) were doubtless made in good faith 
and with an honest intent, but he did not take 
into account that he hada Legislature Demo- 
cratic in both branches to deal with. How 
were the promises fulfilled? Twomonthsafter 
the speech was delivered the Legislature met, 
and before it organized the venal character. of 
the Assemblymen composing the dominant 
party was shown. In the Democratic caucus 
for the Speakership they were brought up like 
50 many sheep to vote for the Tammany ring 
candidate, William Hitchman, in = Fea to 
John C. Jacobs, the anti-ring candidate, who 
claimed to have a clear majority pledged to 
him before Tweed arrived in Albany. This 
charge of wholesale bribery was made by 
Jacobs’s friends at the time, and was doubtless 
true. The Legislature assembled on Jan. 4, 
1870, and the first fruits of Democratic as- 
cendency were -displayed in the inaugural 
speech of Speaker Hitchman, on taking the 
chat. in which he uttered a violent tirade 
against the fifteenth amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, guarantecing 
the right of suffrage to all citizens of every 
State, without distinction of color. At that 
time the State of New-York imposed a proper- 
ty qualification of $250 on colored voters, and 
Hitchman went so far in his tirade as to 
** dare” the United States Government to en- 
force this provision of its Constitution in the 
State of New-York. That Hitchman ex- 

ressed not simply his own sentiments, but 
those of the Democratic Party ot this State, 
was shown by the action of the Senate on the 
same day, when Tweed offered a resolution 
withdrawing and _ rescinding the con- 
sent of New-York to _ the fifteenth 
amendment, which had _ been iven 
the year before when the Republicans 
had the Legislature. This resolution was 
pushed through the Senate the second day of 
the session despite the remonstrances and 
unanswerable arguments of Republican Sena- 
tors showing it to be illegal, null, and void.

Thus it will be seen that the first business 
fone by a Democratic Legislature, on its last 
nccession to power in this State, was to try 
and nullify a constitutional provision securing 
paual rights to all men, and to threaten a rev- 
plution against the United States Government 
in case it should attempt to enforce the funda- 
mental law in this State. lt could hardly be 
expected that a Legislature which essayed the 
réle of high treason at the very outset would 
pauls the character given it in advance by 

ov. Hoffman, or fulfill any of the promises 
of reform made by him in its behalf. The end 
was what might expected from such a be- 
ginning. It is the unanimous testimony of all 
who watched its proceedings that the Legisla- 

ure of 1870 and that of 1871, which was also 

emocratic (having secured one majority in 
the lower House by counting out Horatio N. 
Twombly, of New-York City, who was clearly 
plected,) were the most venal and corrupt of 
any that have met in Albany for 20 years. It 
was at this session (1870) that the famous 
Tweed charter was passed, which by Tweed’s 
own confession cost the Tammany ring $500,- 
000 in bribes. It was at this session that an 
item in the tax levy was smuggled through the 
Coridature in the last days of the session un- 
known to any of the members, except two or 
three who were in the job, making the office of 
Controller in New-York appointive instead of 
elective, and securing the retention of Con- 
nolly in office, thus nullitying the best features 
of the charter and facilitating the subsequent 
robberies of the ring. It was at this session 
that the famous Board of Audit was created 
for New-York, which at its first sitting robbed 
the City of over $6,000,000, THE NEwW-YorRK 
Times, in an editorial article entitled the 
““Promise and the Performance,” thus sum- 
med up the results of the last two Democratic 
Legislatures: L 

“There was never a Legislature in this or 

y other State where so many men were 
foment as in the one whose honesty was so lib- 
praily discounted in advance by Gov. Hoff- 
man. Half a million dollars is alleged to have 
been spent to carry a single measure—the ring 
charter for this City. The Erie Kailroad spent 
nearly as much to prevent the repeal of the 
{infamous Directors’ bill. This sum was al! 
paid to Democratic members, for they con- 
trolled all the committees of both houses, and 
the Republicans could not succeed in getting 
the repeal bill even reported from the Railroad 
Committee of either house from the beginning 
of the session tothe end. The promise of the 
Governor to give the people ‘self-government’ 
was fulfilled by the enactment of a charter for 
the government of this City, which took all 

ry 


power from the hands of the people, so far as 


the Constitution would permit it to be done, 
and placed it in the hands of William M. 
Tweed, Peter B. Sweeney, Richard B. Con- 
nolly, and A. Oakey Hall.’’ : 

These reminiscences of the conduct of the 
Democratic Party when the people last in- 
trusted it with the reins of government 
in this State are timely in view of the 
new administration that is so soon to be 
inaugurated at the Capitol. They will be new 
to many young Republicans who have con- 
tributed to bring about the change, and if they 
are not altogether reassuring they will at least 
furnish a landmark by which to test the 
progress or improvement, if any, which 
the New-York Democracy shall be found 
to have made during the last 10 years. 
The party will have in Gov. Cleveland a 
leader who would appear, from what is known 
of him, to be far in advance of his party, as it 
has hitherto shown itself, and it may be that 
the new leader will be abie to lift the rank and 
file up to his own standard of Democracy. In 
his caretully prepared speech at the Manhat- 
tan Club reception he toid his followers that 
“the party which keeps pace with the devel- 
opment and progress of the time, which keeps 
in sight its landmarks and yet observes those 
things which are in advance, and which will 
continue true tothe people as well as to its 
traditions, will be the dominant party of the 
future.” It is difficult to believe that the 
Democratic Party of New-York can fill that 
bill. And yet it may be possible.

HENRY L. STEPHENS. 

Henry L. Stephens, the popular humorous 
artist, died at Bayonne, N. J., at an early hour yes- 
terday morning, at the age of 50 years. Mr. Ste- 
phens suffered from diabetes, which incapaci- 
tated him from work for several years, and 
latterly left him _ blind. He was the 
son of William Stephens, a@ prominent 
citizen of the old district of Southwark. He first 
essayed mercantile life, but that not proving con- 


genial to his taste he adopted that of art, and be- 
cats one of the first humorous artists of the coun- 
try. Among his early works was “The Comic 
Natural History of the Humen Races.” published in 
Philadelphia some years ago. He removed to this 
City and entered the employ of Frank Leslie, and 
afterward of Harper & Brothers. In 1859, in con- 
nection with his brother and several other 
gentlemen, he established Vanity sair, one 
of the purest of American comic journals, 
Mr. Stephens taking the post of chief 
artist, and in that capacity producing many forci- 
ble cartoons relating to the jate civil war. He 


became widely known from his workin children’s | 


story-books, illustrating '* Asop’s Fables,” “ Death 
of Cock Robin,” “ The House that Jack Built,” 
and works of a _ kindred nature. Much 
of his work of this character appeared in the old 
Riverside Magazine ana latterly in the early volumes 
of st. Nicholas. Mr. Stephens was also known asa 
water-color artist, producing many large works, 
which he occupied his spare moments in painting.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

The Rev. Elias Dodson, a prominent Baptist 
minister, died at Wilmington, N. C., yesterday, 
aged 75. 

Capt. Joseph R. Wolffe, a well-known lake 
tug-boatman, died in Buffalo yesterday. He had 


saved the iives of several people who were drown- 
ing, through personal bravery. He was well known 
all along the line of the lakes. 


Robert Morris, Sr., the well-known colored 
lawyer of Boston, died on Monday. He was a 


prominent Abolitionist, and was in 1851 arrested 
for alleged complicity in the rescue of the slave 
Shadrach. He hada large and lucrative practice, 
and was held in high esteem by his professional 
associates. He was the first colored man admitted 
to the Massachusetts bar. 


Daniel Ratcliffe, a well-known member of 
the Baltimore Bar, diecd yesterday, aged 76 years. 


He was a vative of Virginia, a resiaent of Alexan- 
dria, and before the war an active politician. He 
was one of the lawyers engaged in the defense in 
the famous Sickles trialin Washington, and was 
solicitor in the United States Court of Claims dur- 
ing the Administration of President Pierce. Since 
the war he has resided in Baltimore. 


Thomas W. Ladd, a provision broker, at No. 
115 Broad-street, died on Tuesday at Ottumwa, 


Iowa, of consumption, from which disease he had 
been suflering for some time. Mr. Ladd was a 
member of the Produce Exchange from its incep- 
tion, and wasa member of the Gratuity Fund, his 
death being the eighteenth since the establishment 
of the fund. He was amember of the once promi- 
nent firm of Mitchell, Ladd & Co., which retired 
from business in 1865. He was about 50 years of 
age, was rated as a millionaire, and was very suc- 
cessful in business operations. At the time of his 
death he was visiting a brother in Iowa, having 
gone West for the benefit of his health. He resided 
in Brooklyn. 


Harvey R. Wilcox, the oldest member of 
the New-York Stock Exchange, died on Monday 


last of pneumonia. He was born iu Madison 
County, this State, and was actively engaged in the 
stock brokerage business in this City fora half- 
century. He was interested inthe stock brokerage 
firm of Wilcox & Baird, of which his son, C. H. 
Wilcox, also a member of the Exchange, is senior 
partner. The deceased was one of the original 
promoters of the Adirondack Railroad, and at one 
time owned most of the land surroundizg the Blue 
Mountain Lake. He was 74 years of age. The 
funeral services, which will be attended by acom- 
mittee of the Stock Exchange, will be held at his 
late residence, at No. 29 East Eighty-third-street, 
at 4 0’clock this afternoon, and the burial will take 
place to-morrow morning at Green-Wood Ceme- 
tery.

GEN. CURTIS ON THE CIVIL SERVICE. 
From the Chicago Tribune, Dec. 11. 

Gen. N. M. Curtis, the Treasurer of the Re- 
publican State Central Committee of the State of 
New-York, against whom suit was brought by the 
civil service reform people for the ce:lection of 
political assessments, writes a friend in this city on 
the subject as follows: ‘‘In the matter of the po- 
litical suit to which you refer and condemn, with 


assurances of esteem for the defendant, I desire, 
in thanking you for kind expressions used, to say 
that the suit is quite impersonal. In one sense it is 
perhaps unfortunate that it does not bring out, as 
may have been expected, any evidence that I 
shared in or was cognizant of what is known as 
levying political assessments. I am personally and 
have been for many years and long before the Civil 
Service Reform Association was organized to fight 
this evil in practical politics,opposed to assessments, 
and never have I shared in or acquiesced in the 
receipt of contributions to any committee of which 
I was a member, which were accompanied by evi- 
dence or suggestion of being given under duress of 
any kind. Ihave frequently advised men against 
contributing for party purposes. knowing their 
inability to do so, and have defended officers in the 
undisturbed possession of their positions on ac- 
count of their action or want of action in the po- 
litical canvass. It is, therefore, unfortunate, as I 
say, that the association did not have a case clear- 
ly showing the evil effect of coercive measures in- 
stead of one based upon voluntary action. Itmay, 
however, have the effect of procuring the passage 
of a suitable law to take the place of the incom- 
plete one of 1876.”

THE BRIDGE ACCIDENT AT PECOS. 
San ANTONIO, Texas, Dec. 13.—Further par- 
ticulars of the bridge accident at Pecos show that 
at 7 o’clock Tuesday morning the false work of the 
bridge across the great dry cafion, four miles west of 
the Pecos River, on the Sunset Road, and three- 


quarters of amile from the end of the Southern

“LA SONNAMBULA” AT THE ACADEMY. 

Bellini’s ‘‘Sonnambula” was represented for 
the first time this season at the Academy of 
Music last evening. The performance was com- 
mendable for technical excellence rather than 
for brilliancy or impressiveness, and while 
the audience was at times more temperate 
in its expressions of delight than the 
circumstances really warranted, but one incident 
of the representation can be noted as having been 
at all caloulated to awake enthusiasm. The 
causes of the comparative disappointment of the 
listener were not, in our judgment, as mysterious 
as a casual spectator might fancy. Amina 
is not one of Mme. Patti’s best parts, and 
Elvino isa character to whose portrayal Signer 
Nicolini is not well fitted. The comparative 
inferiority of Mme. Patti's Amina to her 
Rosina and Violetta is chiefly to be as- 
cribed to the fact that her veice and method 
are not nearly so well suited to Bellini’s strains as 
they are to the measures allotted by Rossini and 
Verdi to the two personages we have cited. Tho 
prima donna’s voice has of late years 
fallen considerably, and while the medium 
and lower tones have become broader and 
more powerful, the crystalline transparency 
and gem-like sparkle of the upper notes have de- 
parted. The timbre, too, has undergone a change, 
and has taken on what we might call, for lack of a 
better term, a rich gravity, very beautiful to listen 
to, but scarcely adapted to the sweet simplicity of 
Bellini’s tunes. As Mme. Patti’s execution is 
more admired for its elegance and correctness than 
for its boldness, it will be inferred, furthermore, 
that the pyrotechnic number of the evening failed 
somewhat, yesterday, of its effect, and it 
may as well be set down at once that, in point 
of acting, the prima donna’s alternate piquancy 
and sentimentality were too remote from the 
proper characteristics of Amina to make her 
delineation of that sympathetic maiden memor- 
able in a histrionic sense. Signor Nicolini’s 
diffeulty lay chiefly inthe fact that somethiag 
more than art and earnestness are needed when 
an unbroken succession of pure melodies 
is to be sung throughout an evening. In ro- 
bust parts, and even in réles in which a cer- 
tain quantity of Jrio and virility are allow- 
able, Signor Nicolini is an acceptable artist, 
but when he bas to deal with a score to the 
interpretation of which beauty of tone and 
a perfect cantabile style are as indispensable as 
old wood toa violin, his work leaves much to be 
desired. Repeating, then, what was mentioned at 
the outset of this notice, it must be admitted 
that last evening’s representation did not meet 
the general expectation. Mme. Patti’s acting in 
the scene of jealousy with Signor Nicolini was very 
pretty and _ effective, and her singinz of 
“Ah! non credea,’’ in the last act, was one 
of those flawless achievements which lovers 
of music will remember long after the lips whence 
the measures have fallen are hushed forever. The 
lovely aria was breathed rather than sung, 
but there was tone and feeling in every 
passing note, and its impression was _irre- 
sistible. In her opening air, (‘‘Ceme per me,”’) 
it was apparent that Mme. Patti had not yet, so to 
put it, warmed to her task. The sueceeding allegro 
(‘Sovra il sen’) was given with technical finish, 
but with no very marked brilliancy or freedom, 
and the final rondo (‘‘Ah! non _ giunge’’) 
was distinguished by similar excellences 
and marred, as to effect, by the same defects. 
Signor Nicolini’s acting was conspicuously 
good in the first and seeond acts, although 
the artist, like Mme. Patti, ogeasionally suo- 
cumbs to a tendency to suggest that he is in 
no greater peril of being carried away by the 
dramatic situation |than the spectator. “If you 
think I come hither asa lion, it were pity of my 
life. I am a man as other men are, And tell 
them plainly he is Snug, the Joiner,” quoth Bot- 
tom. Signor Monti sang Count Rodolfo, and 
contributed a somewhat conventional rendering of 
“Vi ravviso” to the incidents of the performance. 
And Mlle. Valerga was efficient as _ Lisa. 
The orchestra and chorus did their work satis- 
factorily, but in their share of the evening’s labors, 
too, something was amiss; Bellini’s opera was at 
the Academy in the flesh, but the spirit was want- 
ing. ‘*La Sonnambula” was followed by the bal- 
let divertissement entitled ‘‘The Surprise,”’ in which 
Mile. Cavalazzi delighted, as heretofore, her nu- 
merous constituency. 

To-morrow night ‘‘ Aida” will be the opera 
with Mme. Fursch-Madi in the title réle. Mr. 
Mapleson will give a concert at the Academy on 
Sunday night, in which Mme. Hauk, Signori 
Ravelli, Mierzwinski, Galassi, Monti, and others 
are announced to take part. The programme in- 
cludes selections from Rossini’s ‘‘Stabat Mater” 
and some of the beautiful ‘* William Tell’? musia, 
and other wise ranges from Handel to Arditi. 
**Lohengrin’’ will be sung next Monday night by 
Mierzwinski, Galassi, Monti, Mme. Galassi, and 
Mme. Hauk, and Mme. Pattiis expected to appear 
in ‘*Semiramide” on Wednesday night with Mme. 
Scalchi as Arsace.

THE TELEGRAPH WAR. 
SUTUAL UNION TO PRESS ITS CHARGE AGAINST 
WESTERN UNION. 


Wall-street was much agitated for a time 
yesterday by a report that the suits in the “‘tele- 
graph war” between the Mutual Union and West- 
ern Union Companies had been settied. President 
John G. Moore, of the Mutual Union Company, de- 
nicd that there had been any settiement made, 
thought of, or suggested, so far as he knew. Cer- 
tainly no conference between the officers of the 
two companies has been held with any such object 
in view. Gen. Hubbard, of the law firm of Butler, 


Stillman & Hubbard, who appear for Mr. Greaves 
and others in their petition to the Agtorney-Gen- 
eneral for leave to bring suit in the name of the 
people of the State forthe annulment of the charter 
ot the Western Union Telegraph Company, also 
denied the report most emphatically. ‘I 
am.” he said, ‘‘now preparing my papers for the 
hearing before the Attorney-General on Friday 
next. In collecting the facts I have found one 
that seems to me of considerable signifieance. 
Tne Secretary of the company, in his sworn state- 
ment on file at the tax office, swears that the 
amount of capital stock paid out forthe cost of 
sonstruction of lines, &c., in this State is but $481,- 
896 81. Multiply this by 40, more than the number 
of States in the Union, and the entire capital ex- 
pended im construction and for plants would 
Bmount to only $16,000,000. Certainly the cost in 
any State would not exceed that in New-York 
State, and so the estimate is an exceedingly liberal 
one. That seems to me something like inflation, 
when the capital stock is $80,000,000. Other figures 
from the same sources, or similar official sources, 
Will prove conclusively the enormous inflation of 
a stock of which we complain in our peti- 
tion.”’ 

A prominent officer in the Mutual Union said 
yesterday: ‘This and similar stories relative to 
eases, &c., which are circulated for stock jobbing 
purposes, seem to eome from official sources, The 
reason ig this: Jay Gould, his son George, and his 
**pal,”’? Russell Sage, are Directors in this com- 
pany, and they can make offers to lease, to settle 
suits, and various other absurd propositions to our 
rivals, which they know would never be approved 
by the Board of Directors. But they make us con- 

derable trouble, and we cannot prevent the cir- 
culation of these reports broadcast all over the 
country over the lines of our rival, and then, of 
course, they injure us somewhat. But, on the 
whole, they are good advertisements, and our 
business for the past two weeks has constan‘ly in- 
creased, and so, perhaps, they help us financially, 
while hurting us more or lesson the Street. But 
such injury is realiy immaterial.”’

DOWN-TOWN ANNOYANCES. 

What with the danger of being blown up by 
bursting steam-pipes in the street and being set 
fire by the electric light wires from above, the 
down-town business man has anything but a pleas- 
ant life. Yesterday the street at Nassau and Fal- 
ton was opened again and a big tent erected in 
the centre of the crossing to permit of the repair- 
ing of a break in the steam-pipes. Soon after 1 
o’clock yesterday afternoon tre passers through 
Broadway saw two telepraph poles in that thor- 
oughfare, one at Wall-street and the other at Ex- 
change-place, on fire. The Western Union Tele- 
graph Company has just erected two large poles 
at those points. The old poles remaining were 
the ones burned, and the fire was cauaed 
by a circuit being formed between 
the wires of the Brush Electric Illumi- 
nating Company.:by means of a stream of rain- 
water running from the one wire to the other, and 
thus serving as a conductor and creating a circuit. 
The loosening of the wires from the poles at the 
point of contact broke the circuit, and the fires 
were extinguished. A well-known electrician in 
the employ of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany stated toa Times reporter last evening that 
Buch accidents were possible at any time when tne 
electric lighting wires touched any object so as to 
form a circuit, and that the insulating substance 
with which the wires are covered is of littie use, as 
the current is so great that any attempt to insulate 
\t is much like trying to insulate lightning.

RAILROADS AT CASTLE GARDEN. 
A FORMER MISSIONARY TELLING ABOUT HOW 
EMIGRANTS ARE HANDLED. 


The Senate Finance Committee continued 
the investigation of the Emigrant Commission yes- 
terday afternoon before Senators Jacobs, Brow- 
nell, Jones, and Lynde, four of the seven members 
of the committee. Robert Neumann, the Castle 
Garden missionary, who was on the stand when 
the committee last adjourned, was asked by the 
committee’s counsel, Mr. Stetson, to give his views 
of the evils to be remedied in the treatment of im- 
migrants. Mr. Neumann exhibited a contract made 


by the Freneh line of steamers with an immigrant 
by which the company agreed to support the im- 
migrant for two days after his arrival in port; he 
said that the German lines also made the same 
kind of contract with immigrants, but they did not 
live up to it. Immigrants were taken from the 
ship to Castle Garden as soon as possible after the 
arrival of the steamer; he had known them to be 
brought to the Garden at 2 o’clock in the 
morning. The steam-ships gained by this in be- 
ing relieved of the support of the immigrants. 
The Commissioners had said they could not do 
anything about it. In the Castle Garden rotunda 
the railroad companies had the monopoly of the 
sale of tickets; outside of the rotunda competition 

revaiied. Pursers of steam-sbips and other privi- 
eced persons sold tickets on the steamers before 
they reached their anchorage. Mr. Neumann sub- 
mitted written statements from two or three im- 
migrarts, who said they were forced to buy their 
tickets in Castie Garden, paying therefor a higher 
price than the same tickets could have been pur- 
chased for outside. If immigrants who had tickets 
West were taken directly from the steamers to the 
railroads, ana did not go to Castle Garden at all, it 
would save them mueh time and money. 

With regard to the provision department of Cas- 
tle Garden, Mr. Neumann said the selling of beer 
had been carried to excess. He explained the way 
in which baggage was handled. Immigrants not 
coins West were not allowed to take their own 

aggage from the Garden, or to hire their 
own carriers, but were compelled to have 
it transported by Mr. Biglin. Railroad em- 
ployes were also in the habit of demanding 
money for handling baggage going by rail. 
The railroad companies formerly paid a rent of 
$12,000 for their Castle Garden privileges. The wit- 
ness did not think the immigrants had got any 
benefit from giving the privilege to the railroads 
free. The railroads had frequently aided him in 
transporting destitute immigrants to the West. 
He believed that competition should be allowed 
in all the departments at Castle Garden. He did 
not think that Presidents of emigrant societies 
ought to be represented in a State Board like the 
Commissioners of Emigration. He was turned out 
of Castle Garden in September, 1877, by written 
order of the Commissioners. The charge against 
him was that of being concerned in the sale of 
tickets to immigrants. The charge was made by 
one Sypher, who accused the witness of selling 
him a ticket to Chicago for $12 after advising 
him to go there. In answer to the charge, Mr. 
Neumann said he charged the immigrant $12, less 
10 per cent., for his ticket, while he would have 
had to pay $13 in the Garden. He was subsequent- 
ly reinstated and continued at the Garden until 
1880, when he was again removed for writing, he 
said, an article to an Allentown paper, reflecting 
upon the commission, and for another article de- 
scribing the bad treatment of immigrants on board 
of vessels coming to the United States. In answer 
to a question by Commissioner Starr, he admitted 
that missionaries at Castle Garden were in the 
habit of taking immigrants outside the Garden to 
purchase tickets, while they pocketed the commis- 
sion, but he complained that missionaries who did 
such things were retained by the Commissioners, 
while he, who did not do it, was expelled. The 
investigation then adjourned to 1 P. M. to-day.

THE KINGSTON FIRE. 
LATEST PARTICULARS FROM THE SCENE OF 
THE DISASTER. 

Maitland, Phelps & Co., the correspondents 
of the Coloriai Bank, in Kingston, Jamaica, say 
they do not think that the fire in that city on Mon- 
day last has proved as disastrous as was at first 
supposed. The Colonial Bank wassituated nearthe 
centre of the business portion of the town, and had 


it been burned the managers would certainly have 
cabled the news to their correspondents here. Mr. 
Forwood, of Pim, Forwood & Co., the agents of 
the Atlas Line, received a dispatch which led him 
to believe that about one-half of the city had been 
burned, and that although their docks had been 
eaved the fire had extended one and a quarter miles 
along the water-front to the Royal Mail docks. As 
the fire started in the afternoon near the:water- 
front and burned inland, he thought that 
it must have been fanned by the breeze which sets 
in from the sea every afternoon at this season 
of the year. The buildings were entirely of wood, 
and the facilities for extinguishing fires were very 

oor. Noneof the correspondents here of houses 
n Kingston received any further dispatehes yes- 
terday. This was regarded as rather a hopeful 
omen, for had the fire not been under control they 
would have received dispatches to that effect from 
their correspondents. They do not look for any 
further news from Kingsten until the next mail 
steamer arrives. 

Mr. A. 8. Lazarus, of No. 8 Water-street, who 
has extensive dealings with firms in Kingston, 
yesterday said: ‘*The fire ineluded the district 
from the corner of West-street and Port Royal- 
street nearly to East-street. Soth sides of Port 
Royal-street were destroyed, with the wkarves to 
the southward. In this district are situated 


most of the warehouses, which at this 
time of the year hold large’ stoeks 
of provisions and other goods, including 


sugar, coffee, spices, and pimento, awaiting ship- 
ment to the New-York market. The portion of 
the city devoted to residences was not reached by 
the fames. The vrincipal losers will undoubtedly 
be the merchants who have laid in large stocks of 
goods for the Chrismas season. The accounts of 
the extent of the losses are very much exaggerated. 
The theatre, which was recently fitted up, was 
destroyed. 

Mr. H. S. Henry, of No. 48 Exchange-place, stated 
that the fire must have been most extensive, judg- 
ing from the large orders for lumber which had 
been pouring in upon him from Kingston during 
the day. The total loss, he said, would net exceed 
half the amount stated in the early dispatches, 
The steamer Alvo, which sails from Kingston on 
the 14th, and is due in this city on the 24th, would 
bring reliable infermation as to the extent of the 
tire and the amount of the losses.
